chance to move in and provide opportu- 
nities for underworld gambling bosses

ized bingo

Children looked frightened, adults got 


up and walked away or made dirty 
faces Danger was no where around and 
yet it seemed imminent for these people 
They were victims. 


What was happening to them' They 


were being touched 


It all began when four students from 


an Elk Grove High school humanities 
class decided to do a project on appre- 
ciation of the arts, according to Dianne 
Rasmussen, one of the students The oth- 
ers were Mary Campbell, Sue Dean, and 
Debra Olson 


"We discovered that to appreciate you 


ueed to usce all the senses The most in- 
teresting seemed to be the sense of 
touch," she said 


The project, which terminated Wednes- 


day in class, showed that Americans, at 
least, have little sense of touch 


The fnghtenen looks and dirty faces 


came at Randhurst Shopping Center 
where three of the students went to see 
people's reactions to being touched 


They rode up escalators standing close 
to people, sat near them on benches or 
stood next to them at counters The reac- 
tions were "really amazing" Dianne 
said 


Dianne said they had read about non- 


verbal communication before going to 
Randhurst Much of the information in- 
dicated that Orientals, Europeans or non- 
Americans would not be bothered by 
such activity 


The trip to Randhurst proved it to the 


students, Dianne said While the Ameri- 
cans seemed really afraid 


A little girl actually cowered on the 


escalator because one of the students 
stood so close to her One woman at a 
wig counter looked at one wig When a 
student moved close, she moved down to 
look at the next one, continuing until she 
reached the end of the counter 


"She was still looking at the wigs as 


she walked away," Dianne said. ' She 
really wanted to see them but she didn't 
like us standing there " 


The students also noticed, however, 


that little children didn't even notice 
what was happening As the students sat 
on the statues at the shopping center 
mall the children climbed right over 
them 


Similar experiments were held at 


school, proving the same thing, that 
Americans are not aware of this whole 
range of communication, she said 


In observing other nationalities though, 


it was apparent that they felt differently, 
according to Dianne She said that you 
could stand next to them, touvh them, 
grab their arms, and they would think 
nothing strange

Nonpublic Aid 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL. (UPI) - Acting 


in an atmosphere of protest, the Illinois 
Senate and House education committees 
Wednesday approved a $30 million aid to 
nonpublic schools program which would 
provide for the issuance of vouchers to 
the parents of nonpublic school children 


The legislation, based on the long 


awaited recommendations of the state 
Elementary and Secondary Nonpublic 
Schools Study Commission, was ap- 
proved 9-« by the Senate committee and 
12-9 by the House committee. 


The measures now go to the floor for 


action. 


Members of the Public Education and 


Religious Liberty (PEARL) Organization 
filled the House galleries as the two com- 
mittees, meeting together, heard several 
hours of testimony from supporters and 
opponents of the legislation, which would 
be of primary benefit to Roman Catholic 
parochial schools. 


The members of PEARL, who had ear- 


lier marched on the Capitol in protest of 
the plan, wore green tags saying "public 
money for public schools only ' 


The parochiaid plan, produced after 


two years of study by the commission, 
would provide for grants of up to $60 per 
war for elementary school children and 
$w per year for high school children. 


More than 3,500 high school students 


from the Northwest suburbs will add 
their efforts to the fight against poverty 
Sunday by participating in the "Walk for 
Development Project 70" on the North 
Shore. 


The walk, sponsored by the American 


Freedom From Hunger F o u n d a t i o n 
will begin at 8 a.m. at Niles North High 
School in Skokie. 


The hikers will follow a circular route 


through Morton Grove, Niles, Glenvtew, 
Northbrook, Glencoe, Wmnetka, Kenil- 
worth, Evanston, and Wilmette, ending 
at the high school. The distance covers 
30 miles. 


Funds raised 
by the hikers 
from 


pledges by sponsors will be given to two 
international and eight domestic pro- 
grams aimed at combating poverty. 
These include the International Institute 
of Rural Reconstruction in the Philip- 
pines, which helps poor rural farmers to 
improve their skills; the Peace Corp. 
School Partnership Program, which pro- 
vides materials to build schools in over- 
seas nations.

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Plans For 'Lincoln Green' Housing Outlined 


The 
Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp . (MHDC) yesterday contin- 
ued to take Its message to the residents 
of Arlington Height* in an effort to gain 
public support for its proposal for moder- 
ate income housing in the village. 


Sal Ferrera, executive director of the 


MHDC, explained his group's plans for 
the Viatorian property yesterday at the 
weekly luncheon meeting of the Arling- 
ton Heights Rotary Club International at 
the Arlington Park Towers hotel. 


Plans for the project, which is to be 


called Lincoln Green, call for the con- 
struction of 190 moderate income apart- 


ment units on a 15-acre tract on Euclid 
Street, between Dryden Avenue and Dru- 
ry Lane. 


Ferrera began his brief talk with a 


brief history of subsidized housing in the 
United States to attempt to show the 
need for such housing. 


HE EXPLAINED that during the 


D e p r e s s i o n the federal government 
moved into the housing field sod the 
Federal Housing Authority (FHA) was 
established. Ferrera said that after 
World War II many of the homes in the 
suburbs were built with FHA and VA in- 
sured mortgages. 


"Those are subsidy programs too," 


Ferrera said, "only the subsidies are 
smaller than the one we work under," 


Using what be called "rough figures" 


Ferrera said the average home in the 
area today costs about $30,000 and the 
"threshold" income required to buy that 
home Is about $15,000. He said the FHA 
236 program was established to help 
solve the problem of "the gap in the 
middle." 


The director of the not-for-profit group 


said the federal program allows a devel- 
oper to construct units at full-market 
costs and rent them for below-market 
rents. According to Ferrera a total fami- 


Suit Filed Against Meadow Trace 


Rolling Meadows has filed a suit in 


Cook County Circuit Court to require the 
owners of the Meadow Trace Apartments 
to demolish the remains of a building de- 
stroyed by fire three months ago. 


The Elk Grove Village Fire Depart- 


ment helped extinguish the fire in the 
building which Roiling Meadows city offi- 
cials are now calling "a health and safe- 


ty hazard." They have sent three notices 
to Kassuba Co., the owners, seeking de- 
molition.

Yep, It Was Really Dry 


April showers just did not materialize, 


according to a report just released by 
Northern Illinois University's Weather 
Service. 


Dr. Jack R. Villmow of the Geography 


Department at NIU indicted that the 
most important distinction for the resi- 
dents of northcentral Illinois was the 
drought during April. 


After a record wet year in 1970, this 


spring has been opposite as far as pre- 
cipitation is concerned. 


Only 1.34 inches fell compared with a 


normal of 3.09 inches. Snowfall was only 
one-fifth of an inch compared with a nor- 
mal of one-half Inch. 


According to Villmow. April 1971 is the 


nrh driest April sime precipitation 
records were first kept in 1882. 


THE DRIEST April in the history of 


weather record keeping in Illinois was in 
1901 when only .44 inches of rain fell, 
while the wettest was in 1909 when 10.09 
inches fell.

Committee

A six-person committee will recom- 


mend tomorrow that the new Devel- 
opmental Training Center in Palatine be 
named the "Dr. Samuel A. Kirk Center."

314 admin- 
istration officei, 799 W. Kentinfton, 
Mount Proapect. 


According to the committee, "no other 


man contributed as much to the under- 
standing and development of program* 
for the retarded in the State If Illinois or 
our nation." 


Kirk, a graduate of the University of 


Chicago, served as director of the In- 
stitute for Research on Exceptional Chil- 
dren at the University of Illinois from 
1947 to 1967. 


The committee, headed by John Wight- 


man, NSSEO director, reported that, 
since the school is located on Plum 
Grove Road near Salt Creek, both of 
those geographic names were consid- 
ered. However, two schools have the 
name Plum Grove or Salt Creek, so the 
idea was dropped. 


The NEC board will also review a let- 


ter to State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights, which supports leg-' 
islation aiding dual districts. 


The legislature is currently considering 


bills which would lower the qualifying 
rate lor dual districts (separate ele- 
mentary and high school districts) to 
gain state aid. All school districts in the 
northwest suburbs are dual districts. 


The letter "puts the Northwest Educa- 


tional Cooperative on record as support- 
ing positive action to eliminate dis- 
crimination against dual districts in the 
distribution of state tax funds." 


The letter, signed by Arthur Aronson, 


president of the NEC governing board, 
reports the NEC districts lose $1.4 mil- 
lion annually as a result of the inequity. 
It also asserts that some NEC districts 
receive as little as 10 per cent of their 
funds from the state, while statewide the 
average support figure is 38 per cent. 


On March 13, the NEC governing board 


passed a formal resolution to protest 
the situation. Unit districts, in which ele- 
mentary and high schools are under one 
board of education, have a lower quali- 
fying rate for state aid. 


Member districts in the NEC are ele- 


mentary districts 15, 21, 23, 25, M, 54, 57, 
59 and high school districts 211 and 214.

Sponsors Confident Of 
Parochiaid Passage 


by TOM LAUE 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) -Sponsors of a 


$30 million state aid to nonpublic school* 
program, endorsed by the Illlnoi* Senate 
and House education committees, today 
were confident that the program would 
win final approval by the General As- 
sembly 


' I don't see how we can lose. We sim- 


ply have the votes " said Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman R Arlington Heights. 


Schlickman is the chief House sponsor 


of the program and chaired the ele- 
m e n t j r y and secondary Nonpublic 
Schools Study Commission whose recom- 
mendations, made after two years of 
study, the plan is based on 


On Wednesday, the Senate and House 


education committees voted to recom- 
mend passage of the program which 
would provide for payments to the par- 
ents of nonpublic school children through 
the issuance of state vouchers. 


The legislation now goes to the appro- 


priations committee* of both house*, 
where approval i* considered routine, 
and from there to the floor for action. 
Schlickman said he thought it would be 
about 
three weeks before the plan 


reached the floor The program ha* the 
backing of Gov Richard B. Ogilvie. 


PAROCHIAL AID has become an al- 


most perennial issue in Illinois It ha* 
always been killed before. 


However, this year's version of the 


plan has 90 co-sponsors in the House, 
more than enough for passage, and sim- 
ilarly strong support in the Senate. 


The committees voted after several 


hours of testimony from supporters and 
opponents of the program. 


Several witnesses and legislator* ques- 


tioned the constitutionality of the mea- 
sures and argued that standard* should 
be set for nonpublic school* before par- 
ents of their students are eligible to re- 
ceive state furds 


"Once we give money to private 


schools, I dor't think it's unreasonable to 
ask them to meet certain minimum stan- 
d a r d s .'' said Sen John Gilbert, 
R-Carbondale "What private school* do 
is their own business — until you start 
talking about tax funds." 


REP. EUGENIA CHAPMAN, ao Ar- 


lington Height* Democrat, 
tried to 


amend the parental grant bill* to My 
nonpublic schools at which they're used 
must meet the safety and maintenance 
standards set for public schools, but her 
proposal was defeated 


"If you set standards for the private 


schools, you will have subverted what 
the commission worked long and hard to 
achieve-raaluog the bill* constitutional," 
said Schlickman in arguing against adop- 
tion of the amendment 


He said the amendment probably 


would have been called "excessive en- 
tanglement" by the courts, making the 
entire parochiaid plan unconstitutional. 


Rfep Charles Clabaugh, R-Champaign, 


•aid that since the state money would go 


to nonpublic schools rather than directly 
to parent! under provisions of the plan 
"this Maita clear out of the water" the 
measure'* constitutionality. 


Schlickman said constitutional experts 


advised the commission there's no "ap- 
preciable or significant" diference be- 
tween tht schools or toe parent* getting 
the money under the proposed setup. He 
said although the school would get the 
money directly from the office of the 
state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, the amount would depend entirely 
on parental application*. 


"PARENTS DON'T actually handle the 


money, but the plan In effect gives aid to 
schools in proportion to the number of 
parent* sending their kids there," 
Schlickman said. "It's nothing at all like 
a direct grant to the school*." 


"I don't feel bound by thi* legalistic 


turnaround," Clabaugh shot back. "I 
thought we were avoiding a con- 
stitutional question by paying the par* 
enta, but I see we're not, and tola seems 
to me a clear violation of the constitu- 
tion." 


Clabaugh alluded to the ban contained 


in both the old and new Illinois con- 
stitutions on law* to give aid to nonpublic 
schools. 


The parochiaid plan calls for grants up 


to 160 per year for grade school children 
and $90 for high school students whose 
parents submit request to qualified non- 
public schools. 


Under the program, $4.8 million would 


go for special grant* for low income fam- 
ilies whose children attend nonpublic 
schools. The grants could go higher than 
$300 per pupil. 


The program also earmarked $5 mil- 


lion (or innovative public scbocl-privste 
school cooperative projects.

.•Immediately after last year's 


state-wide referendum on a new Il- 
linois Constitution, 
supporters of 


Proposition 2-B vowed that they 
would continue their efforts to re- 
place Illinois' politically-oriented 
judicial 
system 
with a system 


based on merit. 


Proposition 2-B was one of four 


separate issues submitted to the 
voters in December. The electorate 
had a choice of continuing the 
existing system of having judicial 
candidates nominated by the politi- 
cal parties and eiected on partisan 
ballots or of adopting a new meth- 
od in which judges would be se- 
lected on merit, rather than party 
labels 


The voters rejected the merit 


plan and the defeat was attributed 
largely to the opposition of the 
Democratic Party of Cook County. 


Just as they campaigned vigor- 


ously for passage of the new Con- 
stitution, and succeeded. Demo- 
crats 
fought 
against the merit 


plan Control of the judiciary is a 
political plum which results in nu- 
merous job opportunities, both on 
the bench and in administrative po- 
sitions, and the parties like to have 
jobs available for faithful workers. 


We. and most other newspapers 


in 
Illinois which supported 
the 


merit plan, do not believe that jus- 
tice should have a party label at- 
tached to it and we do not think 
Itidges should be seated solely on 
the ba^is of their party affiliation. 


Two incidents in the past two 


weeks have reaffirmed our belief 
and we think they should be of con- 
cern to residents of the state who 
at some time might have to stand 
before the bench and hope that 
thev belong to the right political 
party 


At a meeting of the New Trier 


Township Democratic 
Organiza- 


tion, two Democratic members of 
the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives indicated that one of the rea- 
sons the General Assembly has not 
taken any steps toward redistrict- 
ing of congressional and legislative 
districts is that the Democratic 
leadership would just as soon let 
the matter be resolved in the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court, which now 
has a majority of Democrats. 


The Democrats apparently be- 


lieve they have nothing to gain in 
redistricting since population has 
declined in the city of Chicago and 
increased substantially in the pre- 
dominantly Republican suburbs. 


So let the Supreme Court decide, 


the Democrats reason, and at least 
there will be a chance of a Demo- 
cratic remap of the state being ap- 
proved. 


The second cause for the concern 


is the strong innuendo that there 
are political motivations involved 
in the Grand Jury investigation of 
the 1969 shootings of two members 
of the Black Panther Party. 


We will not accuse the judge, the 


prosecution or the defense of act- 
ing for political reasons. But the 
fact that allegations have been 
made places another cloud over 
the judicial system in Illinois. 


Just as every person who must 


appear before the bench is entitled 
to justice, so also is he entitled to 
confidence and assurance that jus- 
tice will be administered without 
regard to politics. 


The arguments in favor of a mer- 


it plan for selection of judges have 
been heard frequently and propo- 
nents of Proposition 2-B waged a 
good, and almost successful, cam- 
paign last year. 


We think now is a good time for 


them to launch their second bid. 
Justice and the integrity of the 
courts in Illinois demand it.

Centrist — Politics' Unsung Hero

In the world of practical affairs, the 


center is where it's at. But you won't 
find much glamor or easy excitement 
there, or many accolades for bravery. 


You don't see any middle-readers car- 


rying placards reading: "Cure the urban 
blight in 10 years" or "End racism in a 
generation." Slogans attract attention 
only if accompanied by the word "now." 


Those who burn with urgency portray 


as the gutless 
wonder the 
"com- 


promiser," the man in government and 
politics who qualifies his utterance, who 
says there may be more than one way, 
who bids for even a little time. 


In some circles where ardor runs high, 


his name may be conspicuously absent 
when lists of political acceptables are 
drawn up. This is occurring right now, 
though to identify real figures here might 
seem to strip desired detachment from 
this general comment. 


This kind of banishment is grossly un- 


fair. Sometimes it hardly stops short of 
picturing the centrist as dangerously 
deficient in the high qualities a public 
man should offer. And it reflects serious 
misconceptions — often of particular 
men, nearly always of the process of 
practical action. 


Action aimed at moving a nation and a 


people comes mostly from the center, 
though the cries from left and right can 
and do affect its course and its tempo. 


This is the toughest arena of social 


combat. It is the place where society's 
boiling conflicts and differences come 
crashing together and must be at least 
roughly resolved in programs of doing, 
bent toward declared objectives. 


By definition the centrist is a man who 


wants to work in this arena, to solve 
problems, to make society move (though 
some public figures admittedly just hide 
there). And this man needs impressive

For his many pains, the centrist is 


frequently demeaned, ridiculed, even re- 
viled. He sounds tame and confused say- 
ing "Yes, but . . ." while his doctrinaire 
competitors proclaim "YES!" 


The doctrinaire types see their own 


unequivocal declamations, infused with 
the urgent "now," as the proofs of shin- 
ing courage. Often it does indeed take 
courage to break an old mold and make 
the first cry for change. But far more 
frequently it is the easy way, by contrast 
with the centrist's complex toil. 


The proclaimer of principle, of unen- 


cumbered truth, lays it all out in beau- 
tiful black and white, very neat, very 
clean. He countenances no delay and suf- 
fers no nagging doubt. He knows what to 
do. But he doesn't often do it. Action 
mostly is left to others. 


Those "others" are in the center, 


where the shells fall, where the battle 
sullies pure principle. The centrist may 
look tattered and bewildered beside the 
brave knights standing clean in the gal- 
leries. But does anyone really want to 
insist he lacks courage?

To qualify, he must avoid the rigid, 


doctrinaire position. He must shun the 
declamatory utterance that brings him 
quick praises but digs him in. From such 
fixed places he can't hope to move freely 
to left and right, to pull large numbers 
into common action. 


The active centrist's work, then, is 


tough, subtle, intricate, always partly un- 
satisfying because achieving less than 
the goal. Yet it is the only kind of work, 
and of leadership, which can truly be de- 
scribed as "action." 


Shouting from the trenches on left and 


right has its vital social and political 
uses, but the sounds waft away on the 
wind if there is no dedicated, grubby la- 
bor in the center. 


Not Just A Pipe Dream 


by DON OAKLEY 


An invention by a Waterford, Va., engi- 


neer named Kenneth Lefever could hold 
the answer to developing Alaska's vast 
oil potential without damaging the envi- 
ronment. 


Lefever has patented a triple-thickness 


pipeline. The innermost pipe would carry 
hot oil at 160 degrees above zero. This 
would be surrounded by a second in- 
sulating pipe. Then an outer pipe would 
carry liquefied natural gas or petroleum 
gas, cooled to 240 degrees below zero. 


The pipe could be placed underground 


for the entire 789-mile distance from the 


Arctic fields to the port city of Valdez. 
The hot oil would have no effect on the 
frozen tunda, and even if an earthquake 
ruptured the line, the cold liquid gas 
would cool the oil so greatly that it 
couldn't flow. 


The Interior Department is studying 


the idea. Chief objections to the triple- 
thickness pipe is that it would cost about 
$1 billion more than the conventional 
pipeline there has been so much con- 
troversy about. 


But if it works, $1 billion in the long 


run would be a small price to pay for 
preserving an irreplaceable wilderness.

Re- 
call a letter to the Fence Post just before 
Christmas, 1969 telling of an incident in a 
Palatine school. A Christmas program 
by the grade school children had to drop 
songs mentioning the names "Christ" 
and "Lord" because of the phone com- 
plaint of a parent who charged his "civil 
rights" were violated by such songs. 


2. While some people may "know that 


religious teaching is so interwoven in the

parochial schools as to be almost in- 
separable from academic subjects," it 
does not seem to be general knowledge. I 
attended and also taught at several paro- 
chial schools and never learned or taught 
arithmetic by counting rosary beads, nor 
did I learn or teach spelling with such 
words as Vatican, Roman or Protestant. 
I sencerely doubt that there is a Catho- 
lic, Methodist, Jewish or atheist way of 
teaching math, spelling, physical educa- 
tion, foreign language, etc. 


3. The "Catholic friends" quoted as 


saying parochial schools teach that "one 
has no chance of entering God's kingdom 
if one does not belong to the Roman 
Church" desperately need to attend a 
few adult education courses at then- 
nearest pariah. Such misinformation has 
always done more harm than good to the 
Catholic Church as well as to Christian- 
ity as a whole. 


4. While some Catholic priests and 


people make "false statements" about 
public schools out of sheer ignorance 
and/or lack of contact with what has for 
the moot part been a very effective 
educational system, so too many people 


make false statements about parochial 
schools for the same reasons. 


5. The question of willingness to sup- 


port Protestant Sunday Schools with tax 
money is totally irrelevant. 
Sunday 


schools do not and are not set up to be 
schools which meet the compulsory secu- 
lar education law as are the parochial 
schools in question. These 
parochial 


schools are providing a service to the 
state in that they are providing quality 
secular education, meeting compulsory 
education standards, for citizens at less 
expense than the State could in public 
schools. 


6. Any parent wishing to send his child 


to an atheistic school is entitled to do so. 
Education in this cour.try should be set 
up so that the atheist as well as the Jew 
or Christian can send his child to a 
school which is in accord with his philos- 
ophy of life. Such choice of schools 
should not be dependent on the parents' 
economic status and ability to pay. It is 
his basic right as a parent. 


7. "Control" over parochial schools is 


to the advantage of children attending 
such schools as well as to education as a 
whole if such controls are geared toward 
academic and safety standards. While 
the basic rights of education fall to the 
parents of a child, the state has an inter- 
est in that it must provide minimum 
standards for the common good of all. 
Likewise, controls regarding compliance 
with civil rights legislation in this coun- 
try are for the benefit of all. 


8. Finally, regarding the Herald's posi- 


tion on the "phasing out" of parochial 
schools (Editorial on Feb. 2, 1971), I 
quote from a later editorial (March 4, 
1971) on state aid to private colleges: 


"Before the legislature or any other 


group can effectively aid private educa- 
tion — and in turn take some of the en- 
rollment burden off public education — 
the public must become increasingly 
aware of the role of private higher edu- 
cation. 


"Private higher education's main asset 


is that it is not largely accountable to 
state government. In this way it can en- 
courage whatever education philosophy 
it chooses. A wide variety of different 
shapes and sizes of education, we feel, 
gives students a wider range of ideas 
and philosophies to absorb or choose 
from. 


"Whether that diversity will survive, 


however, is a question to be answered in 
coming years. We have, from state gov- 
ernment, a strong first step towards that 
survival." 


This is the best statement in support of 


non-public schools that I read recently. It 
is unfortunate that the editors do not re- 
alize that the statement is equally true 
when the word "higher" is omitted be- 
fore "education."

In 1939 be returned to Northwestern Uni- 
versity for graduate work, receiving his 
Ph.D. in chemistry in 1941, under Profes- 
sor V. N. Ipatieff, before returning to

From Feb. to July of 1945 Dr. Haensel 


served with the Technical Oil Mission for 
the Petroleum Administration for War. 
In August of 1945 be was appointed coor- 
dinator of the petroleum cracking re- 
search division of UOP, and ten years 
later was neraed director of petroleum 
petroleum refining research. In 1960 he 
became director of process research, and 
in 1964 was elected a vice president of

The award was presented by 
the American section of the Society of 
Chemical Industry. 


In addition to his supervisory responsi- 


bilities he has continued to participate 
actively in UOP's continuing research 
relating to petroleum and petrochemical 
processing and automotive exhaust emis- 
sion control. 


The National Academy of Sciences was 


established in 1863 by a Congressional

Create A Change Of View 
With Portable Gardens 


The housewife who loves to rearrange 


the furmtuer every now' and then can 
have great fun with a kind of garden that 
is booming in popularity. It's called con- 
tainer gardening 


Every kind of plant from petunias to 


pine trees are being grown in containers 
that can be moved around wherever they 
are most effective or most needed. 
Shruhs. trees, vines . . . every kind of 
plant can be moved from indoors to out, 
from front yard to patio, at a moment1? 
notice They can be in the spotlight when 
they are looking their best and banished 
when they go into a decline. A new gar- 
den can be beautified instantly with pots 
of geraniums, begonias or petunias. 


If you are planning to do some contain- 


er growing, these general 
principles 


from the American Association of Nur- 
serymen will be helpful. 


The containers you use must be strong 


and able to stand continual moisture. 


Wooden boxes, tubs, barrel halves, and 
other similar containers are available at 
garden supply centers, or you can use 
your imagination in creating your own. If 
you do build your wooden containers, be 
sure to use a moisture-resistant wood 
such as redwood or cedar. Clay pots are 
another good choice, and they come in a 
wide range of sizes and shapes. 


The plants in your containers will dry 


out much faster than those growing in 
the ground, so you'll have to water them 
frequpntly — probably every day during 
hot weather. The soil you use must be 
porous and yet moisture-retentive. Make 
sure the container has drainage holes to 
permit the excess water to run off. 


With frequent watering, food supplies 


are washed away and need to be re- 
plenished often. The Nurserymen suggest 
a complete plant food, preferably one of 
the liquid or completely soluble kinds. 
Use it about every three weeks once 
plants are established and growing. 


Since the big advantage of container 


gardening is the movability of your 
plants, these tips on transportation are 
worth rememering Plan your moving in 
advance, u" you can, so you can let the 
soil get somewhat dry in order to reduce 
the weight. Then set the container on a 
dolly, or a flat snow shovel, or a piece of 
canvas to make the trip easy. 


If you have a yen to add to the larder 


by growing a few vegetables, they, too, 
will do well in pots, tubs or boxes. A 
reasonable amount of attention is all 
that's needed to bring in a surprising 
quantity of tasty vegetables. 


The lush greenery, colorful blossoms, 


and eye-appeal of ripening vegetables 
will provide visual pleasure as well as 
inner pride and satisfaction. And a small

A 
thermostatically controlled gas pool heat- 
er, for example, can increase useful pool 
time as much as SO per cent. 


Add gas infra-red heaters on the patio 


and your outdoor living season can be 


extended by two or three months. In 
some areas of the country they'll make it 
usable the year 'round. 


When you climb out of a heated pool 


and towel off in the warmth of a gas 
patio heater, you'll never realize there's 
an autumn chill in the air. Like the sun, 
gas infra-red heaters, either portable or 
permanently mounted, can make a gen- 
erous section of your patio or pool-side 
cozy after the sun goes down and for 
months before and after the days are 
warmed by the sun. 


WITH AN outdoor gas grill, open-air 


meals can be fun without fuss, and they 
get Mother out of the kitchen during nice 
weather. The permanent briquettes in 
gas grills transform heat from the flame 
into a radiant glow that gives food a 
char-broiled flavor. Gas heat is instant 
and easy to control, and clean-up is min- 
imal. 


To light up your outdoor suppers and 


make life in the open air as attractive as 
it is comfortable, install gas lighting on 
the patio and around the pool. 


It's soft glow sets a mellow mood for 


open-air living, and when winter comes, 
you'll enjoy the gleam of gas light on the 
snow. 


crop can be a budget booster. 


Most vegetables take well to contain- 


ers. In fact almost any vegetable that 
doesn't require a lot of growing space 
will thrive if given proper care. 


Your local nursery offers a wide selec- 


tion of seed packets if you are the type 
who likes to start from scratch. On the 
other hand if you prefer to have some 
work done in advance, you can gain 
growing time by using transplants. The 
nursery will have a broad choice of vege- 
table plants available at reasonable cost. 


Tell your nurseryman you are going to 


plant in patio containers and he'll recom- 
mend varieties more suited to container 
gardening. For example, there's the 
"Patio" tomato, a stocky, upright grow- 
er well suited to containers. Or you could 
try Tiny Tim cherry tomatoes. These 
small tomatoes will grow in hanging bas- 
kets and are attractive to look at when 
ripe as well as good eating. 


If this is to be your first attempt at 


container gardening you might begin 
modestly with a wooden hex tub or two, 
or an oblong container. One tub could 
hold a tomato plant and the other egg- 
plant or beans. If you select an oblong 
container about three feet in length, you 
will have room for a couple of tomato 
plants or a tomato, bean and cucumber 
plant. 


Fill the containers with a commercial 


planting mix, or take the more economic- 
al approach of mixing soil, fertilizer, 
peatmoss, or a similar organic material. 
The proper soil mix will lower the chan- 
ces of troublesome insects or soil diseases 
attacking your plants. The fertilizer will 
support the plants for the first three or 
four weeks. 


If you decide on transplants rather 


than seeds, set them deep enough so the 
root ball is well covered. After filling the 
hole around the young plant, firm the 
soil and water with a cup of starter solu- 
tion such as Up-Start. The solution, 
which is high in soluble phosphorous, 
speeds early growth and increases the 
number of blossoms that set fruit. 


After the benefits of the starter solu- 


tion and fertilizer have worn off, plan on 
giving the plants a monthly feeding of 
either food pellets or a liquid fertilizer. 


Plant feeding is essential to a productive 
container garden. 


Follow a continuous program of water- 


ing and fertilization. Remember that 
with vegetables you must 
promote 


growth consistently as they never regain 
vigor once growth falters. 


Although your patio may be bare of 


other plants and seemingly out of reach 
to insects, be prepared for some type of 
insect invasion. Keep ahead by maintain- 
ing a spraying or dusting schedule about 
every seven to 10 days. The fact is you 
will be disappointed in your patio vege- 
table crop if you wait until insects ap- 
pear before planning some type of con- 
trol. 


Plants grown in containers require 


some type of support. Otherwise the 
vegetables will either break branches as 
they gain weight or be damaged by bun- 
ching against the soil or container sides. 
You can make a simple "teepee' ar- 
rangement for tomatoes by tieing three 
poles or sticks together at the top. Loose- 
ly tie stalks or branches to the sticks as 
the plant grows. 


For oblong containers, esepcially if you 


grow beans or eggplant, build a trellis. 
Its dimensions should be about three feet 
square if that is the length of the box. 
For beans, tie strings from the top board 
of the trellis to the bottom board. Egg- 
plants should be supported by one of the 
uprights of the trellis. 


CONTAINER GROWN SHRUBIERY flanking this quiet 
bird sanctuary makes an occasional hanging of the 
scena relatively easy. And the smaller potttd plants let 
you rotate color between the indoors and outdoors at 
will. Another idea is to utilize containers to grow midget 
tomatoes, stawberri*s, herbs, beans or cucumbers. A 
reasonable amount of attention is all that's needed to 
bring in a surprising quantity of tasty vegetables.

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Build A Beauty Wall 


by GEORGE E. CREED 


Whether a wall is attractive or not de- 


pends on the nature of the material it is 
made of, the way that material is used 
and the surface pattern and texture of 
the wall. With the ordinary materials 
used for wall building: brick, stone, con- 
crete and concrete block, the different 
ways of using these and the surface pat- 
terns and textures that can be obtained 
with any one of them are infinite. 


When you plant against a wall or on 


top of it consider the wall itself, its char- 
acter, its purpose and its location. If a 
wall is ugly, poorly built or too massive 
for its location, plant for a screening ef- 
fect with vines or shrubs or a com- 
bination of them. 


But if your wall is well built and at- 


tractive don't obscure its excellent con- 
struction nor hide its beauty with plant- 
ing. Rather plant so that you com- 
plement its good qualities, soften its hard 
edges and, perhaps, create interest-shad- 
ow patterns on its face. 


In the simple wall top planting shown 


here, I have used plants only to com- 
plement the wall. Plants most effective 
for this purpose are low, horizontal 
branching plants, trailing plants or those 
with arching or pendulous branches. 


Sargent juniper, planted on one section 


of the wall shown here, is a bluish color-

Other deciduous plants suitable for the 
uses here discussed are Spreading coton- 
easter, Willow leaf cotoneaster and the 
Avalanche variety of Philadelphia. Some 
evergreen plants to consider- Spreading 
English yew, Drooping leucothoe, An- 
dorra juniper, Sabina juniper and Rock 
spray (Cotoneaster horizontalis). 


Rose Glossary 


HYBRID TEAS — Large, classically 


formed, elegantly petalled and colored 
blooms characterize this class, which is 
considered the aristocrat of the flower 
world. Richly fragrant blooms are usual- 
ly carried individually on a long, sturdy 
stem. Excellent for cutting and exhibi- 
tion. 


FLORIBUNDAS — An everpopular 


class of rose that is superb for land- 
scaping. Relatively tow growing. Easy to 
grow, floribundas bear a generally 
smaller bloom with flowers produced in 
profusion in bouquet-like clusters over 
the plant, giving a mass color effect. 


GRANDIFLORAS — This new class, 


first introduced by All-America Rose Se- 
lections in 1954, has steadily grown in 
popularity It combines all of the fine at- 
tributes of the hybrid tea and floribunda 
into a taller growing plant that produces 
small clusters of medium to large size 
flowers on long stems, together with 
some stems bearing individual blooms, 
all very suitable for cutting 


CLIMBING ROSES - In general there 


are two types of climbers recognized — 
ramblers and the large flowered climb- 
ers. Ramblers are characterized by 
supple canes and small flowers, two 
inches or less, borne in dense clus- 
ters. Large flowered clombers typically 
have larger, stiffer canes, flowers 21y 
more than two inches in diameter, usual- 
lly bom in loose, open clusters.

It9s Summer Swimming Time Again 


When warm weather approaches, pool 


owners cast longing looks at their home 
swimming pools 


Now is the time to take the necessary 


maintenance steps that will assure a 
pleasant trouble-free summer of frolick- 
ing in clear sparkling water 


After removing protective winter cov- 


ers and if pool was drained, sweep in- 
side and surrounding areas clean of de- 
bris and dirt 


N'ext inspect exposed surfaces to check 


for cracking of walls or floor, and to see 
if painting or refmishing is needed Ex- 
amine all \alves controls, pipes for leak- 
age 


Dried packings and gaskets may cause 


minor srepnges that will stop by them- 
selvps as they absorb water and expand 
If not. tightening with a wrench or re- 
pl.icing packing will be necessary 


If any major leaks are observed, turn 


off water and call for professional help 


While pool is filling, check filitration 


equipment for operational readiness Fol- 
low the manufacturer s 
recommenda- 


tions for oiling and cleaning pnor to put- 
ting the filter into operation, which can 
be done as soon as water reaches the 
fntrr intake pipe 


Most modern filters are of the diato- 


mite type and proper precoatmg, about 
I Ih inch thick is accomplished by circu- 
lating a mixture of diatomite and water 
into the filter 


If there is a body feed apparatus, 


di.itomite is placed into it Then, small 
amounts are automatically added during 
the filtration cycle, keeping slimes and 


other dirt from clogging the precoat lay- 
er 


At first, though water will be perfectly 


fit for drinking, it will appear cloudy and 
uninviting Because of this, the first few 
cycles can be shorter than usual As fil- 
tration progresses, the improvement in

If you want to make flowing water sing 


the song you want to hear, you may find 
the answer in one of the pool and foun- 
tain kits at your garden store. These 
may be used as is, or modified to better 
suit the spirit of your garden. The pom 
itself can be as simple as a scooped out 
hollow in the ground, lined with plastic 
film. Clean sand or smooth washed down 
stones can be used to line the pool to 
hold the plastic down and protect it from 
mechanical and sun damage. Recirculat- 
ing pump, the proper fittings, fountain 
heads or rings, and plastic film are in- 
cluded in the kits. 


If building your own is your pleasure, 


you may find yourself creatively in- 
volved in hydrolics, plumbing, some 
carpentry; and perhaps the art of the 
sculptor. For a starter, realize that any- 
thing that will hold water can be used as 
a garden pool. The idea of using a por- 
table box as a pool suggests seasonal use 
on terrace or patio. 


Whether water splashes, gurgles or 


simply sits and drips depends on the type 
of outlet you use. Fine spray holes, 
drilled in a capped pipe will give one 
effect; copper tubing pinched at the end 
will give a coarse or fine spray depend- 
ing upon the pinching. Fine sprays give 
interesting visual effects but the sound is 
limited unless you combine spray and 
cascading water. 


Suitable recirculating pumps are avail- 


able from a tiny 1/50 horsepower on up. 
The smallest generally available pumps 
between 100 and 200 gallons per hour, de- 
pending on the amount of lift between 
intake and outlet, and constriction of

A multiple 
jet fountain will require about a 1/10 
horse-power pump with a capacity »»f 500 
gallons an hour. 


Both submersible type pumps and 


pumps requiring separate housing are 
available. With a submersible pump, the 
pool is a unit complete unto itself; 
plumbing is limited to attaching pump 
outlet to fountain heads. A table fountain 
may be operated from a pump concealed 
below the table or may be built with a 
base large and deep enough to hide a 
submersible pump.

If you use con- 
crete, whether you mix it yourself or buy 
ft ready mixed, outline the area in wood 
or metal first Make a form. 


If there is no drainage problem lay the 


concrete directly on the earth. Dig out 
the earth to the desired level. If drainage 
is poor (or Just to play safe) provide a 
base of six inches of gravel. In any 
event, the base should be well-packed

Or use pre-cast slabs of concrete. Ex- 
cavate for each piece of paving and 
make each excavation a little lower than 
the surrounding grass areas so that you 
can run your lawn mower over the pav- 
ing. 


Old brick and patio blocks are among 


the materials used for mortartess patios. 
They hold up well under ordinary family 
use. Excavate to a depth that will allow 
for the thickness of the paving plus three 
inches for a sand base. 


Use strips of wood to make a form 


around the area to hold the material in 
place. Coat the wood with preservative. 
Pour in the sand and pack it firmly. 


Set the brick or block firmly in place. 


Use a level and check frequently. After 
the blocks are in, sweep sand over the 
surface and remove the excess. Wet the 
area. After the sand has settled sweep in 
more to fill the cracks. 


You can use wood instead of bricks in 


the same kind of patio. Railroad ties cut 
in six inch slabs are often used. 


Use uncut railroad ties as the edging 


for flower beds or as barriers to hold 
back soil and keep cultivated areas sep- 
arate from grass. Bury the tie to about 
half its depth. 


Gravel can make an attractive walk 


through a lawn or flower garden. Dig out 
a few inches of earth where the walk will 
be. Line with wood edging. Hold the 
wood in place with stakes. Fill with 
gravel and rake smooth. (Newspaper En- 
terprise Assn.)

Thousands of tradesmen are working 


to complete construction of Woodfield 
shopping center in Schaumburg by Sept. 
9, the grand opening date. 


All construction work in the mall area 


is reported to be on schedule as the 
countdown continues for the world's larg- 
est fully encolsed, multi-level shopping 
center. 


The Sears, Roebuck and Co. store is 


slated to open Aug. 4. Approximately 50 
per cent of the center's retail tenants, 
including Marshall Field & Co., should be 
ready for business on the grand opening 
date, according to Bill Clogg, public rela- 
tions director for the Taubman Co., Inc. 


The J. C. Penny Co. store is scheduled 


to open Oct. 6, Clogg said. 


More than 200 shops and services will 


be featured in the retail center. "A cen- 
ter of this size will attract people from a 
large area," said Clogg. "Most stores 
will probably aim for the middle or high- 
priced market." 


"Retail and parking areas are planned 


for both the lower and upper levels at 
Woodfield," said Clogg. "We are trying 
for a good mix of hard lines and soft 
goods on both levels. Actually, the center 
will become a large department store." 


He reported that leasing is over 80 per 


cent completed. The total development 
area in Phase I at Woodfield is approxi- 
mately 2 million square feet. I at Wood- 
field is approximately 2 million square 
feet. The center is located on a 191-acre 
site. 


Phase II of the Woodfield development 


is tentatively slated for 1973. It will in- 
clude an additional major department 
store, smaller retail outlets and a twin 
theatre.

Gas War Showdown Nears 


by LEA TONKIN 


A showdown in the gas war is coming 


up this weekend, predicts an industry ex- 
pert. 


Herbert Hugo, Midwest bureau chief 


for Platt's Oilgram, a daily report of pet- 
roleum industry information, said com- 
petition among gasoline retailers had 
pushed pump prices several cents below 
the normal 40.4 cents a gallon price for 
regular gasoline. A move to boost prices, 
started Monday of this week by Ameri- 
can's Standard Oil Division could take 
hold by this weekend, according to Hugo. 


"As of right now, about two-thirds of 


the major oil companies (majors) have 
removed or reduced their price supports, 
which would bring the suggested pump 
prices up to the 39.4 cents a gallon lev- 
el," he said. Price supports are initiated 
by majors when pump prices are low- 
ered to compete with other oil compan- 
ies. 


Hugo said approximately half the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area major gasoline 
retailers have moved up to the 39.4 cents 
a gallon level. "Usually when you don't 
see a price sign posted, they are at the 
normal level," he said. 


"Only a few majors have not fallen in 


line with the removal of price supports, 
but they are crucial," said Hugo. "The 


minority has the power to scuttle a price 
restoration." 


After the majors have moved toward a 


restoration of normal pump prices, their 
success depends on whether their dealers 
go along with suggested prices, and the 
prices of independent gasoline retailers, 
said Hugo. He added that the latest price 
hike trend has greater momentum than 
earlier, unsuccessful moves.

At some point in thp history of a young 


nation the value of its currency was far 
greater aa a political expedient than 
as a circulating medium, and it was not 
unusual for both sides of its coinage 
to be devoted entirely to heraldic mes- 
sages with no reference to a denomina- 
tion 


Such was the case with the United 


States between 1794 and 1807 when a few 
of our silver coins and none of our gold 
displayed any value whatsoever 


If it were not for the fact that all of 


these "valueless 
pieces were the first 


issued in each denomination at a time 
when wp hart a political selling job to do. 
it could be assumed the designer merely 
forgot to include the value in his design 


But in an obv lously nverenthusiastic ef- 


fort to utilize all of the accepted sym- 
bolisms of the newly founded republic, 


and with the approval of the Treasury 
department, the engraver found little 
time or space for such trivia as value. 
The bold pronouncement of LIBERTY on 
the one side and the issuing authority on 
the other was sufficient proof that the 
piece was of the value claimed by the 
passer in any honest transaction.

represents the peak level of pressure in 
the arteries during the circulation The 
peak rise in pressure occurs each time 
the heart beat eject* blood into the ar- 
teries This is called the systolic pres- 
sure The lowest reading represents the 
lowest level of pressuic in the major ar-

strokes It is true that a person who has 
relatively low blood pleasure or low val- 
ues for both the top and lower reading 
has a better probability for a long life 
w »!'ou» heart or varctilar disease. There 
are a few diseases, like tuberculosis, that 
sorm times cause low blood pressure, but 
the vast major it" 01 individuals who ap- 
pear to be well and have low blood pres- 
sure are really fortunate 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What causes low 


blood pressure and what kind of food 
could be eaten to improve this condition> 


Dear Reader — Most often, low blood 


pressure is normal In fact, individuals 
with low blood pressure tend to live long- 
er than individuals with normal or high 
blood pressure provided the low blood 
pressure is not caused by some serious 
disease Of course, low blood pressure 
can be serious if it occurs with shock or 
hemorrhage Among diseases that can 
cause low blood pressure are tubercu- 
losis, deficiency of the adrenal gland, 
anemia and sometimes heart failure. 
Since low blood pressure is usually a nor- 
mal finding, treatment is not indicated 
and there are no special foods one should 
eat to correct the condition (Newspaper 
Enterprise Assn )

Million 'Nest'For O'Hare 


$5 million O'Hare control tower. 


by TOM JACHIMIEC 


The recently completed 19-story control 


tower at O'Hare Airport contains the 
most modern equipment available, ac- 
cording to the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration. 


More than $3 million went into the 


electronics system, which should make 
the job of the air traffic controller easier 
and increase the safety of passengers. 


O'Hare thus becomes the first of 62 air- 


ports in the nation to be equipped with a 
computerized air traffic control system 
known as ARTS III (Automated Radar 
Terminal System), developed by the 
Univac Division of Sperry-Rand Corp. 


"It does not cut down the workload of 


a controller, but it does make his job eas- 
ier and will increase safety," said Neal 
Callahan of the FAA, explaining that the 
new system eliminates paperwork and 
some communication between controller

and aircraft. It also relieves the con- 
troller of the need to rely on his memory 
and penciled notes for information ob- 
tained from the aircraft, he said. 


Instead of seeing only a blip on his ra- 


dar screen for each plane he guides, with 
ARTS III the controller is provided on 
the screen with the aircraft's identi- 
fication, altitude, speed and transponder 
code. The information is contained in a 
digital information block that moves 
along with the blip. 


"There are many other capabilities of 


the new system that can only be appre- 
ciated by an air traffic controller," said 
Callahan. "You'd have to see it to be- 
lieve its capabilities. It's fantastic." 


HOWEVER, ARTS III is not oper- 


ational yet. It will take six months to be 
fully implemented, Callahan said. Be- 
cause of its potential, it will take about 


that long for controllers to become fully 
acclimated to it. 


The old 85-foot tower, vacated during 


the weekend for the new 199-foot facility, 
was built in the mid-1940s. Its radar 
equipment will be disassembled 
and 


shipped to Madison, Wis., where it will 
be used by the a ort there. The FAA 
hopes to use the old tower at O'Hare for 
a training facility. 


"The old tower was never built to 


control traffic at the world's busiest air- 
port," said Callahan. "It's too small. We 
recognized this a number of years ago." 


Completion of the new tower took 


about five years, largely because the 
FAA decided to wait until ARTS III was 
developed, said Callahan. Total worth of 
the structure is $5 million — $2 million to 
build and $3 million to equip. 


The controllers' cab is about 175 feet 


off the ground, enabling its occupants to 
see the entire airport, something they 
could not do in the old tower. 


"It's just tremendous," Callahan said, 


calling the tower "the most complete air 
traffic control tower in the country." 


Its construction will blend well with the 


anticipated tripling of air passengers by 
1980. 


"Operations at O'Hare should remain 


about the same — about 1,700 daily," 
Callahan said, noting that the future of 
commercial passenger service is in larg- 
er planes. 


The Boeing 707, 720 and the DC-8 will 


be phased out and replaced by the jumbo 
Boeing 747 and "hopefully" the SST, 
among others, he said. "The number of 
commercial air carriers, now about 
2,500, will not increase to any great de- 
gree."

The book did interest this 5-foot-9, 155-

Sports." the history of sport b filled with 
stories of undersized heroe» who used de- 
termination and aggressiveness to reach 
goal* all the experts predicted were be- 
yond them. 


I had just finished reading a book 


about Lew Alcindor so this was a re- 
freshing change of pace 


Lew had some problems but size cer- 


tajnly wasn't one of them 


Alcindor stood an imposing 6-6 in sixth 


grade Tommy McDonald stood only 5-1 
when he entered high school, but he was 
to become one of the finest pass receiv- 
ers in National Football League history 


These, then, are the stories of the Tom- 


my McDonalds in the sport* world, not 
the Lew Alcindors They're inspiring sto- 
nes 


Tommy McDonald weighed only 125 


pounds when hr tried out for the Albu- 
querque. N M. high school football tram, 
and the roach tried to discourage him. 
"You're Ion small." he Insisted, but 
McDonald insisted that he just be given 
a chance. 


Me got that chance through his aggres- 


siveness and determination and when the 
starting 'tailback was injured just before 
the season opened. McDonald landed that 
starting spot He never lost it 


As a senior in high school, McDonald 


averaged almost 20 yards a carry in foot- 
ball, set a scoring record in basketball, 
and wnn the state dash championship in 
track 


He then watted to hear from the col- 


leges Only two colleges were the least 
b i t i n t e r e s t e d 
Tommy McDonald 


weighed only MS pounds 


A chance to play in the New Mexico 


High School All-Star football that sum- 
mer helped open the door for McDonald. 
A couch watched In amazement as 
McDonald ran and pasted and slipped 
past Ucklers like a minnow In shallow 
water, and thin roach knew that Bud Wil- 
kinson at Oklahoma stressed speed and 
agility 


Wilkinson told McDonald on his visit to 


the Norman campus, "You can be as big 
as you want to be If you want to play for 
a big school, all you need Is a heart as 
big as a wash tub " 


It didn't take much to sell McDonald 


By the time the interview was over, 
McDonald said, "1 feel like I'm 6-feet-5." 


The rest is history as McDonald earned 


All American and All Pro honors. 


"What will I remember about it all9" 


the 5-9. 175-pound McDonald has said. 
"My memory of sports will be the words, 
'He's too small, we can't use him ' It 
was always up to me to show I could 
play the same games as the big guys " 


Just as Tommy McDonald had to show 


he could play with the big guys, to did 
Eddie LeBaroa have to prove he could 
play quarterback — with the big gnyi. 
Although he never grew taller than 5-7. 
for a doien years he was one of the Na- 
tional Football League's fined, ending 
Us career !• IM3. 


LeBaron was S-feet-3 and weighed 120 


pounds as a high school sophomore, but 
he was always a great ball handler and 
faking artist, and those skills helped car- 
ry him to high school, college and profes- 
sional stardom. 


Strength rather th.m size, is the key 


factor, he says, and he s proud that in 12 
years of pro ball he missed only four 
games because of injury 


"Most quarterbacks get hurt around 


the knees," he says "I was so short they 
used to hit me higher I ended up with a 
sore neck every week " 


Certainly there Is an advantage of size, 


especially in looking and passing over 
those big defensive linemen, but LeBaron 
points to the extra skills he had to devel- 
op because of Ms short stature. 


"I've often felt that If I had been some 


other slse," he stressed, "I might not 
have gone as far or done as well." 


The little guys often have to put up 


with a lot of sarcastic comments, such as 
the time Phil Rizzuto. who went to fame 
with the New York Yankees, was told at 
a teenage tryout camp, "How tall are 
you, kid? Only 5-3 Go get yourself a 
shoeshine box " 


As a high school sophomore, Buddy 


Young went out for football in Chicago 
But when the coach looked down at the 
stubby 5-foot-2. 125-pounder, he refused 
to give him a uniform "You re too small, 
kid. ' he said 


Buddy decided to look elsewhere. And 


he got his chance from an understanding 
coach There was one other high school 
for Negro boys in Chicago on the north 
end of the city To enroll in the other 
school, Young pretended to be living with 
an aunt who resided in the proper dis- 
trict Every morning he had to jog al- 
most four miles to school from his real 
home on the South Side, and every eve- 
ning, often after football or track work- 
outs, he would walk and run back. 


As a senior Young won the city football 


scoring championship with a record 125 
points, and he went on to football and 
track honors at the University of Illinois 
and a sparkling pro grid career. The lit- 
tle guy made good. 


"What have they done, sent me a 


midget'" said the minor league man- 
ager when he first saw 5-foot-5,135-pound 
Albie Pearson in 1953 He soon changed 
his mind, and Pearson soon made a 
name for himself in pro baseball. 


Albie compiled a 270 major league av- 


erage for over 3,000 at bats, played in the 
All-Star game, and hit 278 in his final 
year ui 1965. 


Not bad for a player who had to wear 


the bat boy's uniform when he first re- 
ported to the minors because that was 
the only outfit that came close to provid- 
ing a fit 


"I want to thank God," said Pear- 


son, "for showing that, through simple 
belief, you can be a winner forever — 
regardless of height, weight, reach or 
what ounce bat you have to •wing."

12 Teams Battle In Falcon Relays

Some new faces will be a part of the 


field of dozen teams competing in the 
Forest View hosted Sixth Annual Falcon 
Invitational track and field meet this af- 
ternoon and evening.

The Vikings have to be favored among 


the local teams entered because of their 
overall strength. Three other outstanding 
Fremd athletes will have shots at meet 
marks — Bill Jarocki in the 880, Steve 
Bruce in the pole vault and Steve Wick- 
um in the high jump. Jarocki has al- 
ready been below the standard (1:58.1) 
with a 1:56.6, Bruce has done 13-6 (14-0) 
and Wickum has leaped 6-3 (6-5).

Breakaway Run Is Gone... 


by IRA BERKOH 


CHICAGO-WEA)-There will be no 


new Gale Sayeri' in the pro football fu- 
ture. Just as there will never again be 
the Gale Sayers of ok). So said Oale Sa- 
yers 


Football has changed so enormously 


since he came up with the Chicago Bears 
in 1985 that, said Sayers, "A breakaway 
run nowadays is a 30-yard grin " He em- 
phasized that in the National Football 
Conference last season only seven backs 
broke away for gains of SO yards or more 
from scrimmage. 


Sayers once the finest open-field run- 


ner in the game, was not one of them. He 
played the first two games last season 
and gained a total of 52 yards in 23 car- 
ries Then he wan finished and under- 
went surgery for strained ligaments in 
his left knee in October In March, his 
left knee was again operated on. The 
cast was removed for two weeks in April 
but has since been put back on because 
the tendons were overtaxed in his home 
exercise program 


He sHu now with moderate Afro bata* 


style, oatty fray suit, piaster-stiff left leg 
sad bright good humor la the eovaput- 
erfard. coot-modern LaSaUe Street office 
of Paine. Webber, Jacksoa and Curtis, 
wbrre be ha* been a stock broker far 
yean. 


"If the knee is right, I'm going to be 


right " said Sayers. about his football fu- 
ture He added decisively that flanker is 
out of the question. "I'll have the same 
speed 
but forget about those break- 


aways That's 'used to be' Not just for 
me but for everyone " 


Two years ago, Sayers tore ligaments 


in his right knee and. to the great sur- 
prise of many, came back In 1969 to gain 
o\ er i ooo yards and lead the league in 
rushing. 


"People said I was through even then 


because I didn't do what I used to. But 
someone like 0 J Simpson is healthy and 
his biggest gain from scrimmage is 56 
yards Once " 


GALE SAYERS 


Sayers lists these reasons for the grad- 


ual disappearance of the breakaway run- 
ner: 


• So many defenses to stop him. "You 


can't run and sweep any more," he said. 
"There always seems to be three guys 
there to meet you." 


• The size and speed of defenders. 


"When I first came up, there was one 
guy who was big and fast. Roger Brown, 
who weighed 300 pounds. Now, there's 
Freddie Carr and Bobby Bell and Aaron 
Brown — these guys and more run with 
the best of 'em. And those defensive 
backs! Look at Lem Barney, how are 
you going to break away from him?" 


• Artificial turf. "Sure, it's better to 


run on than grassy fields because it's 
harder. It makes the back faster, but it 
makes the lineman faster, too. And it 
hurts more when you fall. Subconsciously 
the back thinks about falling and getting 


hurt more than he used to. One fella on 
the Bean suffered a ruptured kidney and 
another separated his shoulder from fan- 
ing on artificial turf. If you take a vote 
of the players, I'll bet 85 per cent say go 
back to the real grass." 


• The game has become rougher be- 


cause of the bigger linemen. "The small- 
er, speedier backs like me really can't 
take all that pounding. I predict that fast 
superstar backs will soon start retiring 
after five years. They'll be sure to get a 
good education and look for the five 
years to be up to get that pension. 


"And there will be less speedy super- 


star backs. I think the game will return 
to the big backs, the Jimmy Taylors and 
Jimmy Browns, the kind that dominated 
the league before me and the Leriy Kel- 
lys came in. In three years I'll bet that 
the back who gains 1,000 yards a season 
will be a thing of the past." 


Sayers, 27, says be still enjoys football 


and hopes to play three more years. He 
continues to day dream about what was, 
and what still might be. 


"I still envision nryself letting people 


slide by me, and being back on top like I 
was," he said. "Most of all, I picture 
myself in the pregame warmup, and 
guys from the other team coming by and 
saying, 'Saw the films from last week 
and you had a helluva game. You sure 
left so-and-so's jock on the field.' That's 
my greatest thrill hearing those guys say 
things like that."

New construction in the Northwest sub- 


urbs pushed up the area's total assessed 
valuation by an average 6.4 per cent to a 
whopping $1.2 billion in 1970, according 
to the Cook County Assessor's office. 


County officials yesterday released to 


the Herald figures showing 1970 real es- 
tate and personal property assessments 
from which upcoming tax bills will be 
computed. Final assessments were com- 
pleted only recently after the Board of 
(tax> Appeals wrapped up its hearings 
on contented valuations. 


Breakdown of the figures showed 


Schaumhurg Township experiencing the 
greatest increa.se over the previous year 
with 13.9 per cent. However. Maine 
Township, assessed at $399.122.245, rank- 
ed first among area townships in total 
valuation. 


DESPITE THE increases, residents 


rates levied by local taxing districts and 
should not expect any tax relief. Higher 
the county will drive up the "amount 
due" on individual tax bills. 


Thomas Tully, deputy chief assessor, 


explained. "If the amount they (taxing 


units) expend would remain constant and 
the assessed valuation would go up, your 
tax rates would go down." Tully blamed 
the expected tax hikes mostly on in- 
creased rates among school districts. 


The outlook for tax relief next year is 


equally grim, particularly In light of the 
county's record $427.9 million budget, 
which is expected to drive up the rate by 
7 per cent.

tinued growth and new construction. 


"Every year you see a substantial in- 


crease in the amount of new construction 
going on out there," he commented. 


Figures are not yet available for as- 


sessed valuations of individual school 
districts, but officials predict the statis- 
tics will be forthcoming within the next 
few weeks. 


A spokesman for County Supt. of 


Schools Robert Hanrahan explained, "We 
expect to have them, now that the multi- 
plier is in from Springfield, within the 
next two to three weeks." 


The multiplier, or "equalization fac- 


tor," which is applied to assessed valu- 
ation to compute tax rates, was provided 
by the state earlier this week.

A family planning program for women 


of low income families has come to the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Sponsored by the Northwest Opportuni- 


ty Center in Rolling Meadows with the 
cooperation of Lutheran General Hospital 
in Park Ridge, the new program offers 
help to the woman who desires to plan 
the SIM of the family, yet previously 
mjy have been unable to afford to par 
ticipate in family planning. 


Groundwork for the new program, in- 


augurated last month, was laid last sum- 
mer 


A pilot family planning program was 


conducted at the opportunity center, with 
the aid of a $15.000 grant from the De- 
portment of Health. Education and Wel- 
fare A public health nurse and a doctor 
visited the center one night each week to 
give physical examinations and dispense 
contraceptives to women who qualified 
under economic guidelines established by 
the Office of Economic Opportunity. 


"We wanted to see if it wnuld work, if 


there was a need for this and if the 
people would support it. The answer was 
•yes" The clinic was slow in starting, but 
by the end of the summer we had more 
people than we could handle." recalled 
Karen Stanley, director of the Northwest 
opportunity Center 


However, when the program ended, 


family planning participants had to be 
referred to other programs some dis- 
tance away, as there were none in the 
immediate arr.i 


The opportunity center began con- 


torting hospitals, to see if one would be 
willing to start a family planning clinic 
in the northwest suburbs. Lutheran Gen- 
eral agreed to provide facilities and per- 
sonnel for a year-round family planning 
clinic for low income women The clinic 
was started April t. with the aid of a 
second $l5,non grant from HEW This 
money will tie channeled to the hospital 
through the opportunity center 


The one-year grant will pay for labora- 


tory tests from physical examinations 
Contraceptives are also free of charge to 
participants

director of the outpatient clinic at the 
hospital. He is enthusiastic about the new 
program. 


The family planning program is con- 


ducted at Lutheran General's outpatient 
clinic on Wednesday mornings. It is su- 
pervised on a rotating basis by doctors in 
the hospital's obstetrics-gynecology de- 
partment. 


By the end of April. 12 women had 


been given physical examinations and 
fitted for contraceptives by the hospital's 
doctors 


The majority of women chose to take 


birth control pills, though some chose the 
intrauterine device as the means of con- 
traception. Wilke said. 


After the initial session, the women 


will receive check-ups from the hospital 
physicians; those who are taking birth 
control pills will be checked at the end of 
six months, and those who have been fit- 
ted with an IUD, at the end of one 
month. 


Recruiting participants and screening 


applicants are done by the opportunity 
center. 


Mrs. Antonia Rodriguez, who is in 


charge of screening and recruiting par- 
ticipants, feels family planning is impor- 
tant because of the inability of low in- 
come families to provide adequate hous- 
ing for many children. 


"They also have no means to educate 


many children. Families are financially 
better able to help their children when 
they have fewer of them," she said. 


Mrs. Stanley said she views the pro- 


gram, "not as a method to control birth, 
but to allow families to plan for their 
children when they want them. There are 
also medical reasons why this clinic is 
important. Some women medically can't 
afford to have another child every year." 


A great many low income families in 


the area do have large families, she 
pointed out 


The average number of children in 150 


low income families interviewed last 
summer by the opportunity center was 
38 The average was even higher in low 
income families where the woman was 
past child hearing uge or could have no 
more children. In these families, the av- 
erage number of children per family was 
6.7. 


The majority of women who have been 


screened so far by the center for partici- 
pation in the clinic are between 21 and 39 
years old and average four to nine chil- 
dren. Mrs. Stanley said 


Although there has been no opposition 


to the program, there are deterrents 
which have prevented it from being com- 
pletely effective. 


The major problems are lack of trans- 


portion of the hospital and inability to 
find babysitters, according to Mrs. Rod- 
riguez. 


Of some 45 women who have been 


screened by the center in the past month 
for participation in the program, only 12 
have attended the clinic. 


"Some have made appointments at the 


hospital and then cancelled them. This 
could mean that some women are also 
afraid of the program, but I think partic- 
ipation will pick up as word gets around. 
This was our experience last year," Mrs. 
Stanley laid.

The Art Of Maerame 


All Tied Up In Knots 


by OENIE CAMPBELL 


A modern quest for any form of identi- 


fication with the past has prodded the art 
of macrame awake after a long hiberna- 
tion. 


No new words have been coined. Only 


reacquamtances and simplified trans- 
lations have been made. 


M a n 
first 
unintentionally created 


macrame when he discovered he could 
attach two vines together with a knot. 


The same lacy edgings that were dis- 


covered on the costumes of the Assyrians 
and Babylonians, have been reborn into 
today's fashion spectrum, including wide 
rope belts, fringed knotted bags and or- 
namental head bands. 


With a tendency to scare off many 


would-be knotters, who view samples of 
the craft as much too difficult and time- 
consuming to do. basic macrame begins 
and ends with two knots. It is done sim- 
ply through combinations of the square 
knot and double half-hitch. 


THE ONE REMAINING criterion is 


experimentation. Macrame is often less 
time-consuming than knitting or crochet- 
ing a garment. Yet a precise macrame 
pattern does require a bit more concen- 
tration. The question could arise some- 
day as to whether to watch television or 
tie knots. 


The beauty of a macrame piece is in 


the movement of the knots. The way they 


are arranged in a knotting pattern and 
the yarns that are chosen to work them 
combine to create a wealth of textural 
variations. 


An end, which is an individual length 


of yarn, should be three and a half to 
four times longer than the piece being 
made up. But because they are doubled 
in half for knotting, the strands of yarn 
or cord are in reality measured seven to 
eight times longer. 


IT IS MUCH BETTER to have extra 


yarn that can be easily cut off thnn to 
run short, which could ruin the entire de- 
sign. 


Scissors, T-pins and a working surface 


that can be as primitive as a piece of 
Styrofoam covered with felt are the only 
tools necessary for most knotting proj- 
ects. 


Pins hold the work steady when the 


cords are pulled to tighten the knots. 
Rubber bands are useful in large proj- 
ects in keeping long knotting ends tied up 
in separate bundles. Cords have a i:nack 
for becoming tangled. 


While most any yam or twisted cord 


material may be used in macrame, easy 
and inexpensive material for beginners 
is the common fishing cord, available at 
most dime and hardware stores. 


AFTER THE CORDS are measured, 


they are mounted on the working surface 
around a holding cord which is knotted 


at each end and held in place by pins. 
The ends are doubled and attached by a 
reversed double half-hitch. An even num- 
ber of cords is necessary. 


The various knotting combinations can 


then be employed. 


The square knot is made up of two 


half-knots. While four ends are used, the 
center two are only fillers and held taut 
until the knot is completed. 


To begin, the right-hand cord is placed 


under the two center cords and over the 
left-hand cord. The latter is then picked 
up, placed over the same two middle 
cords and through the loop of the right- 
hand cord. After the knot is pulled taut, 
the process is repeated. However, this 
time the left-hand cord begins. 


A GUIDE CORD is used for the double 


half-hitch. Held over the top of the other 
cords, it is kept taut throughout the 
knotting procedure. Each cord is looped 
over the lead cord in a clockwise direc- 
tion and pulled down through the loop 
made in the process. Each cord is looped 
twice. 


Rows of half-hitches can be done verti- 


cally, diagonally or horizontally in the 
same project. 


Unlike many crafts, macrame once 


learned, has no failures. Knots can be 
simply undone if not liked. Yet often the 
most pleasing effects arise from a haph- 
azard moment-to-moment pattern.

HONOLULU (LTD - The military ca- 


reer of Mary Loftus already is soaring. 
The shapely brunette of 24 hopes that one 
day it'll lead to a general's stars. 


"Where else could a woman, just three 


years out of college, have my job, re- 
sponsibility, pay and opportunity?" she 
asks. 


Miss Ix/tus, who considers Hershey, 


Pa., her home, is commander of the 
Headquarters Squadron, 61st Military 
Airlift Support Wing, at Hickam Air 
Force Base, the first woman to be a 
squadron commander in the military air- 


lift command. Some of the 144 men in the 
squadron are old enough to be her fa- 
ther. 


Her work includes barracks in- 


spections, work assignments, issuing or 
withholding leaves and passes, tempora- 
ry duty orders, disciplinary action and 
dealing with hardship problems.

"super-cautious" approach to new con- 
traceptives is blocking progress because 
of "self-imposed rules that make it im- 
possible to develop better oral con- 
traceptives by 1984." 


"It is my personal belief that to really 


accomplish any spectacular 
improve- 


ment in birth control, we shall have to 
use chemical methods," Djerassi said. 


A once-a-month pill for women and a 


contraceptive pill for men are among the 
most desirable new birth control agents 
needed, he said. 


Yet new regulations adopted in 1967 by 


the Food and Drug Administration have 
enormously increased the time required 
and the cost of developing such agents. 


THE ONCE-A-MONTH pill, from syn- 


thesis through animal testing and human 
clinical trials, would take from 10 to 18 
years and cost $7 to $18 million, he esti- 
mated. The male pill would take 12 to 20 
years and cost upwards of $6 million. 


"If the present climate and require- 


ments had prevailed in 1955, oral con- 
traceptive sterioids would still be a labo- 
ratory curiosity," he said. 


"The only reason we can buy aspirin 


today is because it has been on the mar- 
ket for years," Djerassi said. "Aspirin 
poisoning causes about 200 deaths each 
year. It also causes malformations in 
newborn rats." 


But the FDA itself is not really to 


blame, he emphasized. 


THE PROBLEM IS that the agency 


has "too many conflicting functions" in 
its job of policing both the research and 
the marketing of prescription drugs. 


"I think the obstacle is created by us 


rather than the FDA because of our un- 
willingness to take any risks at all in 
medicine," Djerassi said. "Many in the 
FDA are unhappy with their impossible 
role. Protection and research control 
should be completely separated. 


"We must take some risks. Many 


people have died because they didn't get 
drugs that were taken off the market."

Question 
Payout Of 
Fund Money

An attempt to show the inability of a 


Chicago Title and Trust official to justify 
through available records the payout of 
Teamster Pension Fund money to the 
Howle-in-the-Hllls subdivision of Hoffman 
Estates WM made yesterday by Edward 
Hofrrt, village attorney. 


Hofert questioned William Joern, Chi- 


cago Title and Trust escrow account offi- 
cial, in Cook County Circuit Court. The 
questioning came at the trial, where pen- 
sion fund attorneys are trying to estab- 
lish first claim to Howie-in-the-HiU assets 
over the bondholders from a $1 million 
special assessment for the defunct subdi- 
vision. 


Hofert systematically questioned Joern 


who told of "several hundred thousand 
dollars" being authorized for payment to 
Howie-in-the-Hill contractors through the 
trust company. But, Joern could not pro- 
duce engineering and architect's reports 
needed to substantiate payout author- 
ization. 


Pension fund Atty. Ronald Guild said 


during a brief recess all he is trying to 
do is establish that the pension fund pro- 
vided a mortgage through proper chan- 
nels. 


Chicago Title and Trust, through an in- 


sured escrow account, was to follow 
through with the proper procedure for 
payouts, Guild said. 


"If they (Chicago Title and Trust) 


didn't, it's their problem." Guild added. 


Chicago Title and Trust Atty. Paul 


Youle has been in court observing and 
everyone knows it. Guild said. 


Yesterday afternoon Guild asserted in 


court that Hofert has copies of the re- 
ports wanted from Chicago Title and 
Trust. Hofert only answered, "I know 
what I have.M 


Judge Helen McGillicuddy gave Jorn 


until 10:15 a.m. today, when court recon- 
venes, tn come up with records needed to 
substantiate the payouts by the title com- 
pany. 


Joern offered no assurances that he'd 


be able to find the substantiating docu- 
ments. 


Hofert anticipates the pension fund al- 


legation of fraud concerning the subdivi- 
sion special assessment will be difficult 
to prove and related his position to the 
testimony yesterday afternoon. 


In the morning session a heated argu- 


ment ensued between pension fund attor- 
ney Harvey Siiets and Atty. Robert Nye, 
representing former village Atty. Peter 
Schultz and Robert Burke. 


Silets alleged direct fraud by Schultz 


and Burke who spread the special assess- 
ment Guild backed Silets by saying only 
1200,000 worth of work was done on a $1 
million project and that the legal fees 
Schultz and Burke split were equal to 
about a third of the cost of the real work 
completed. 


Nye objected to using the word fraud 


in connection with his clients, adding the 
only allegation made against them is 
that they are bondholders. 


Judge McGillicuddy sustained Nye's 


objection and ordered the argument 
stricken from the court record until pen- 
sion fund attorneys can come up with 
proof to back their claim. 


Nye, however, while objecting, man- 


aged to allege the pension fund received 
kickbacks on the Howie^n-the-Hllls mort- 
gage, money it was supposed to be lend- 
ing out.

Storm Causes Power Outage 


Schaumburg and Palatine were the 


two Northwest suburbs hardest hit by 
storm 
damage 
to electrical power 


Wednesday night. Palatine had about 250 
customers out of service for more than 
two hours, and about 150 Schaumburg 
customers had no power for nearly three 
hours. 


Arlington Heights also experienced 


power failures, but only about 20 custom- 
ers were affected. They lost service for 
about IMz hours. 


Fred Sachs, Northwest area manager 


for Commonwealth Edison Co., said yes- 
terday there were 17 separate cases of 
trouble in the Northwest suburbs, result- 
ing from two electric storms that passed 
through the area at about 10 p.m. 
Wednesday and between 3 and 4 a.m. 
Thursday. Most of the difficulties were 
minor, he said, but more serious prob- 
lems occured in those three commu- 
nities. 


IN THE wake of the storms, the utility 


company had six crews of repairmen, or 
about 30 men, working most of the night. 
It cost the firm about $3,000 in wages and 
materials, said Sachs. 


The Schaumburg problems centered 


around Bode Road and Walnut, where 
lightning hit and burned a feeder line to 
150 homes, knocking out power from 
about 11 p.m. to about 1:45 a.m. 


Palatine experienced one large area of 


difficulty, and seven smaller isolated 
cases. Around 250 customers lost power 
in the vicinity of 1720 Rand rd. from 9:15 
to 11:30 p.m., when lightening blew a tap 
fuse. The smaller cases affected a total 
of about 100 customers, around the hours 
of 2:30, 4:10 and 5:40 a.m. All service 
was restored between 6 and 6:30 a.m. 


About 20 customers 
in Arlington 


Heights lost service because of two in- 
cidents, a blown fuse and a blown trans- 
former fuse. Their problems lasted from 
10:50 p.m. to 12:30 a.m.

'The good moments, and there are 


many, more than make up for the frus- 
trating ones/' said Lee Mulcrone, who 
heads the English department at James 
B. Conant High School in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


Mulcrone at 28, has been named as di- 


rector of the school's English department 
and assumed his duties this year at the 
retirement of Mrs. Martha Schniepp. 


A teacher at Conant for the past six 


years Mulcrone has seen changes in the 
district and Conant. "English this year 
has become an elective for seniors, with 
a reverse reaction," he noted. 


The staff found seniors who did not 


have to take English were taking two or 
three courses of English by their own 
choice. 


Mulcrone said English is of course re- 


quired in the first three years of study 
and taught on three levels, remedial, 
regular and accelerated. 


This includes general study, freshman 


literature, the basics of writing and 
working with newspapers. Mulcrone uses 
the new "thematic" approach, allowing 
students to write about their interets. 


"I always had an interest in reading" 


said the teacher, "but planned on being 
an electrical engineer." 


"College entrance exams changed my 


mind, luckily, said Mulcrone as he ad- 
mitted to enjoying English more. 


"We try to vary our approach to Eng- 


lish at Conant said Mulcrone. "An inter- 
est in reading helps but an interest in 
any subject will attract a student to 
reading," he pointed out. 


"It's important to know how to express 


yourself in writing and language," be- 
lieves the teacher. Our English courses 
do that by giving the students a com- 
mand of words, then sentences that are 
built to graphs. 


1 'Literature opens the door to the 


world, and this is where today's English 
students have more opportunity than I 
did as a student," said Mulcrone. 


"In the few years I have been out of 


school there have been changes from the 
traditional " 'read it because we have 
always read it,' answer the student got 
when he asked his teacher why a re- 
quired reading was asked," said Mul- 
crone. 


Some traditional literature will always 


be applicable but today we have so 
much to choose from. "It's my pleasure 
to read and thankfully so, because as an 
English teacher I must read to know 
what is written and it's a lot of reading/' 
said the teacher. "I read everything I 
assign my students," he added, 


Mulcrone's Accelerated English class 


has just completed taping a % hour TV 
program. Commercials and the program 
itself were all written and acted by his 
students. "Expression is English study," 
said Mulcrone," and this type of study 
using media shows there are many ways 
of studying English." 


"Our courses are constantly open for 


revision and the student's questioning of 
methods helps us determine why we 
should or should not continue methods," 
he added. 


"If a student wants to know why 'it's 


always been read,' we have to know 
why, if we don't, then maybe it's not the 
best way," said Mulcrone. 


"You 
might say I don't have many 


hobbies but my job as a teacher and my 
family make my life full and complete," 
said Mulcrone.

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Zoning Board Urges OK For Zayre Center 


Zoning for a new Zayre shopping center 


on the northea.it corner of Golf and 
Roselle roads was recommended for ap- 
proval by the Schaumburg Zoning Board 
of Appeals Wednesday night. 


But some alterations in the Zayre plan 


were written into the recommendation, 
the major one being elimination of gas 
pumps Zayre claimed are a necessary 
part of their merchandising. 


The proposal calls for 150,000 square 


feet of retail sales space on a 13-acre lot, 
which does not include a Standard Sta- 
tion nlrearly on the corner. The shopping 
center would cover property around the 
stnt ion 


To be included are an 81,550-square 


foot Zayre store, a 35.000-squarc foot ma- 
jor chain food market, a 15.000-square 
foot drug store and miscellaneous small- 
er shops 


WILLIAM H. McCABE. Zayre's real 


estnte manager, told the board the shop- 
pint' center is projected to have a $20 
million business volume the first year, 
whirh would bring the village $200,000 in 
sales tax revenue 


The gasoline pumps are a required 


part of all new Zayre stores, on orders 
from 
the 
company president, said 


McCabe, because it has been shown that 
70 per cent of retail store shoppers also 
use gasoline facilities if they are pro- 
vided on the premises. The gas facilities 
are beleived to draw customers to the 
stores and are part of the modern con- 
cept of one-stop shopping, he said. 


But the zoning board disagreed, asking 


if it could be shown a comparable per- 
centage of gas purchasers who then go 
into the stores. Because plans do not 
show any direct access from streets to 
the gas pumps, the zoning board ques- 
tioned whether the pumps would draw 
street traffic into the center. Rather, 
said board chairman Russell Parker, the 
center would attract shoppers who then 
might buy gas. 


PARKER SAID he objected to the 


pumps because McCabe had said they 
would sell cut-rate gas, and Parker 
feared they would put the three service 
stations already at the intersection out of 


business. He could see no need for them, 
he said. 


McCabe denied the pumps would hurt 


existing stations, pointing out the cen- 
ter's gas facilities would not offer oil 
changes or any other services of normal 
stations. They only would sell gas, he 
said. 


Parker claimed the cut rate gas could 


force the stations out of business, and the 
village would lose their garage services 
along with their gas. 


The board also required Zayre rede- 


sign its parking plan which as presented 
provided space for 887 cars, each of 
them 8.5 feet wide. The village zoning 
ordinance specifies spaces should be nine 
feet by 20 feet, pointed out Ed Mauel, 
village engineer. Zayre's representatives 
said Joe Zgonina, another village engi- 
neer, had given them a brochure listing 
three choices of parking patterns, and 
they had selected one showing 8.5 foot 
slots. 


ZGONINA AGREED, saying the bro- 


chure was prepared by a traffic engi- 
neering firm and included accepted park- 


ing patterns for shopping centers. He did 
not tell Zayre's about the zoning ordi- 
nance, he said. 


Zayre's is to review its parking plan, 


either bringing it into compliance or pre- 
senting a formal request for a variance 
either in the number of slots required, 


995, 
or in the size of the slots. 


The board also is requiring Zayre to al- 


low for a 120-foot right of way for Roselle 
Road, should it be expanded in the fu- 
ture. The 6-lane road and an 18 foot me- 
dian strip will cover 90 feet of the right 
of way, and Zayres would be asked to 
donate up to 15 feet of land along its side 
of Roselle to the village, should it be 
needed. 


Zayre's plan also includes a water re- 


tention basin, with underground drainage 
of the parking lot. Zayre's engineering 
consultant, Hugo Halpert, said the basin 
would prevent any increase in flooding 
along Golf Road, and should in fact re- 
lieve existing flooding. It could alleviate 
flood problems in Parcel A of Hoffman 
Estates, by providing a space for water 
collection and regulated flow into cul-

Caskey labeled the 23 per cent total of 


mothers who work outside of their homes 
"not extremely high but still higher than 
expected for a community such as Hoff- 
man Estates." 


Average income of the sample appears 


to be $15,997, but Caskey noted that in all 
market research respondents tend to use 
an upward income bias. 


A REALISTIC adjustment 
of this 


would place the average income $1,000 to 
$2,000 below the reported figure he ex- 
plained. 


In a general observation of data col- 


lected Caskey told park directors that a 
definite desire for neighborhood parks 
was expressed. 


"I get the general feeling that people 


are willing to pay for an expansion pro- 
gram but it is simply a matter of our 
working toward putting together facil- 
ities to be offered," the planner said. 


Asked about his feelings on the park 


district's failure to obtain voter approval 
on a $2 million referendum presented in 
March 1970, Caskey attributed the unsuc- 
cessful program to "having placed all 
eggs in one basket with a centralized fa- 
cility."

Wheeling High School yesterday to hear 
about a world "with Standing Room 
Only." and the death of l.ake Erie and to 
find themselves criticized for littering 
and warned about simplistic views of in- 
dustrial pollution.

ONE OF T1IK MOST popular speakers 


was Dr. Conrad May. head of a family 
planning clinic in Chicago, who kept a 
packed room of students quietly attentive 
as he described the dangers of over- 
population 


"I saw it myself when I visited Hong 


Kong," Or. May said, "thousands and 
thousands of squatters shacks with no 
sanitary facilities, acres of sampans and 
junks, and miles and miles of tene- 
ments." 


He said that in the period from 1850 to 


1930, the population of the world doubled 
from one billion to two billion and has 
now reached 3.3 billion. In the next 37 
years, he said tiiat it will double again, 
reaching 6.6 billion. In 900 years, he en- 
visioned a world so crowded that there 
would be only "three or four square 
yards of space for each person."

countries are already the victims of 
overpopulation "with the food production 
falling behind population growth each 
year" and population doubling, in some 
countries, every 20 years.

DR. YAMBERT TOLD the 60 students 


in his room that he would "like to get 
away from paper bags and save the 
trees (that would be cut down to provide 
th paper) for a park," and he suggested 
the students make their own permanent 
bags for carrying groceries. 


Throughout his talk Dr. Yambert chal- 


lenged the students to do something 
about pollution themselves. 


After Dr. Yambert said that only six 


out of each 1,000 bottles designed for re- 
cycling are actually recycled,- a girl 
asked, "What happens to them?" 


"I saw a fellow picking them up off 


your campus at 7:30 this morning," Dr. 
Yambert replied. 


Newspapers came in for some criti- 


cism from Dr. Yambert, too. "This 
morning I saw a Chicago paper with 168 
pages. That's ridiculous. You can get all 
the news you need to hear these days on 
the back of an envelope, or at most a 
three or four page paper." 


INDUSTRY WAS defended by Robert 


Anderson, a representative of Universal 
Oil Products, a firm that manufactures 
pollution control devices. 


"We don't understand the economic 


system we have," Anderson told the stu- 
dents, "and it is the best in the world. 
But we abuse it and try and shift the 
burden of controlling pollution to in- 
dustry and government." 


He said that people think that industry 


and government can solve pollution prob- 
lems magically and that people are re- 
luctant to pay the cost of pollution con- 
trol in increased prices and taxes. 


The way to make industry respond, An- 


derson said, is through consumer action. 
"The one thing industry understands is 
full warehouses (that result from con- 
sumer boycotts) and the ringing of cash 
registers." 


IN ANOTHER ROOM, a representative 


of the Izaak Walton League explained 
how incomplete treatment of sewage had 
"killed Lake Erie." 


"When I was young, in the '30s and 


'40s, we went to the shore of the lake, 
near Sandusky to watch the fishing boats 
come in," the Rev. William Knoderer 
told the students. 


Now that is no longer possible. The 


Rev. Knoderer showed a slide that in- 
dicated the fishing hauls from Lake Erie 
have steadily dropped from the 20 mil- 
lion pounds taken in 1920 to less than 
8,000 pounds in 1965. 


Wheeling students were excused from 


their regular classes to attend as many 
of the 10 talks as they wished, and so 
many turned up for the first round of 
talks at 9 a.m., that some had to be 
turned away.

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Plans For 'Lincoln Green5 Housing Outlined 


T h e Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp.. (MHDC) yesterday contin- 
ued to take its message to the residents 


of Arlington Heights in an effort to gain 
public support for its proposal for moder- 
ate income housing in the village. 


Sal Ferrera, executive director of the 


MHDC, explained his group's plans for 
the Viatorian property yesterday at the 


weekly luncheon meeting of the Arling- 
ton Heights Rotary Club International at 
the Arlington Park Towers hotel. 


Plans for the project, which is to be 


called Lincoln Green, call for the con- 
struction of 190 moderate income apart- 
ment units on a 15-acre tract on Euclid 
Street, between Dryden Avenue and Dru- 
ry Lane. 


Ferrera began his brief talk with a 


brief history of subsidized housing in the 
United States to attempt to show the 
need for such housing. 


HE EXPLAINED that during the 


D e p r e s s i o n the federal government 
moved into the housing field and the 
Federal Housing Authority (FHA) was 
established. Ferrera said that after 
World War II many of the homes in the 
suburbs were built with FHA and VA in- 
sured mortgages. 


"Those are subsidy programs 
too," 


Ferrera said, "only the subsidies are 
smaller than the one we work under." 


Using what he called "rough figures" 


Ferrera said the average home in the 
area today costs about $30,000 and the 
"threshold" income required to buy that 
home is about $15,000. He said the FHA 
236 program was established to help 
solve the problem of "the gap in the 
middle." 


The director of the not-for-profit group 


said the federal program allows a devel- 
oper to construct units at full-market 
costs and rent them for below-market 
rents. According to Ferrera a total fami- 
ly income, dependent on the size of the 
family, between $5,000 and $12,000 would 
enable a family to rent housing in the 
range of $130 to $190 per month for a one 
to four-bedroom unit. 


AFTER SHOWING slides of other FHA 


236 projects in the Chicago area, Ferrera 
told the approximately 35 Rotarians that 
50 of the proposed 100 one-bedroom units 
would be single-floor units. "At least 50, 
then, and up to 100 of the 190 units would 
be primarily for senior citizens," he said. 


Addressing himself to the need for 


such housing in Arlington Heights, the di- 
rector said 139 of 732 people interviewed 
from Northwest Community Hospital, the 
Northwest Opportunity Center and a 
"major employer" in the village "appear 
to be eligible" for moderate income 
housing.

has been granted $15,275 in an insurance 
settlement 


Doctors for Employers Insurance of 


Wausau found John H. Brown to be 100 
per cent industrially disabled, it was 
learned from reliable sources. 


Brown was operating a paper cutting 


machine at Rockwell Barnes Co, 2101 
Greenleaf Ave., Elk Grove Village, last 
March 9 when the accident occurred. 


A TEAM of surgeons at the hospital 


reimplanted the arm the same day in an 
operation in which the bones were re- 
joined by means of metal rods. Muscles 
and blood vessels were sutured back to- 
gether The nerves, which were loosely 
joined, were later resutured in another 
operation 


It was estimated to be 1% years before 


it could be determined how successful 
regeneration of the arm would be. 


In the interim, Brown underwent phys- 


ical therapy treatments and had re- 
gained some use of the arm, a hospital 
spokesman said 


Brown apparently stopped comng in 


for treatments at the CVHare Industrial

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Legislation May Eliminate 
Lake County Sewerage Plant 


Legislation is currently pending in the 


state legislature which would provide for 
the establishment of six subregional 
waste water districts in Lake County. 


If the legislation is passed, the sewage 


treatment plant in tl.e Lake County sec- 
tion of Buffalo Grove would be taken out 
of use. 


It woukl also solve the problem of fu- 


ture waste disposal in the Lake County 
portion of the village. In the past, ex- 
pansion has been hampered somewhat 
by the question of adequate sewage 
treatment facilities. Especially affected 
would be the commercial and apartment 
area that is developing on both sides of 
Rte. 83. 


The bill, House Bill 2060. was in- 


troduced by Lake County Rep. John Hen- 
ry Kleine. R-Lake Forest. He is chair- 
man of the House Environmental Com- 
mittee 
The bill is still in the en- 


vironmental committee with no hearing 
date scheduled. 


Under the plan, municipalities west of 


the Tri-State To 11 way, would drain their 
sewerage to a central treatment plant on 
Milwaukee Avenue and Perika Drive, 
north of Wheeling. The subregional dis- 
tricts would provide interceptors to each 
of the communities, which would then be 
connected to the treatment plant, accord- 
ing to Roberf Deegan, director of public 
works for Lake County. 


Land east of the tollway is in the North 


Shore Sanitary District and is not in- 
volved in the proposal. 


Explaining the plan Deegan said, "The 


legislation would provide for six county 
subregional waste water districts. These 
districts would be governed and operated 
by a board appointed by the county 
board. Each man on the board would 
represent his own district. 


"The districts would have the power, 


by referendum, to sell general obligation 
bonds to construct treatment plants and 
interceptors (interceptor sewer lines) for 
the district they serve. The sale of these 
bonds would be subject to the approval 
of the county board before issuance," 
Deegan said. 


"In other words, one district would not 


be paying for another district's prob- 
lems," he added. 


Deegan said Buffalo Grove is in the 


southeastern district. "Their 
(Buffalo 


Grove's) treatment plant would be 
phased out and the effluent intercepted 
and drained to the master treatment 
plant and finally deposited in the Des 
Plaines River. 


"This way the quality of the effluent 


could be monitored and kept at a higher 
standard because there would be people 
working around the clock at the plant," 
Deegan pointed out. 


Warn Of Pollution Death 


Students crowded mtn classrooms at 


Wheeling High School yesterday to hear 
about a world "with Standing Room 
Only." and the death of Lake Erie and to 
find themselves criticized for littering 
and warned about simplistic views of in- 
dustrial pollution. 


It was all part of Survival 71. an "en- 


vironmental 
teach-in" organized 
by 


Wheeling's Students Against Environ- 
mental Disaster 


Speakers from government, industry 


anti-pollution 
and 
population control 


group* covered a wide range of topics in 
the day-long event 


ONE OF THK MOST popular speakers 


was Dr. Conrad May. head of a family 
plnnning clinic in Chicago, who kept a 
packed room of students quietly attentive 
as he described the dangers of over- 
population. 


"I saw it myself when I visited Hong 


Kong." Dr. May said, "thousands and 
thousands of .squatters shacks with no 
.sanitary faculties, acres of sampans and 
junks, and miles and miles of tene- 
ments." 


He said that in the period from 1850 to 


1930. the population of the world doubled 
from nne billion to two billion and has 
now reached 3.3 billion. In the next 37 
years, he said that it will double again, 
reaching 6.6 billion. In 900 years, he en- 
visioned a world so crowded that there 
would be only "three or four square 
yards of space for each person." 


BIT. DR. MAY SAID, underdeveloped 


countries are already the victims of 
overpopulation "with the food production 
failing behind population growth each 
year" and population doubling, in some 
countries, every 20 years. 


He pointed out. however, that in the 


I'nited States and Europe the growth 
rate is much slower. The population of 
Austria, he said, is not expected to 
double until alxxit the year 2146. 


Paul Yambtrt, dean of the outdoor lab- 


oratories at Southern Illinois University, 
talked about a proliferation of things 
rather than people in the United States. 


"We have paper bags to carry out gro- 


ceries in," Dr. Yambert said. "In other 
countries, they don't. People carry their 
own bags, like attache cases, and put 
their oranges and bread in them." 


DR. YAMBERT TOLD the 60 students 


in his room that he would "like to get 
away from paper bags and save the 
trees (that would be cut down to provide 
th paper) for a park," and he suggested 
the students make their own permanent 
bags for carrying groceries. 


Throughout his talk Dr. Yambert chal- 


lenged the students to do something 
about pollution themselves. 


After Dr. Yambert said that only six 


out of each 1.000 bottles designed for re- 
cycling are actually recycled, a girl 
asked, "What happens to them?" 


"I saw a fellow picking them up off 


your campus at 7:30 this morning," Dr. 
Yambert replied. 


Newspapers came in for some criti- 


cism from Dr. Yambert, too. "This 
morning I saw a Chicago paper with 168 
pages. That's ridiculous. You can get all 
the news you need to hear these days on

The way to make industry respond, An- 


derson said, is through consumer action. 
"The one thing industry understands is 
full warehouses (that result from con- 
sumer boycotts) ami the ringing of cash 
'registers." 


IN ANOTHER ROOM, a representative 


of the Izaak Walton League explained 
how incomplete treatment of sewage had 
"killed Lake Erie." 


"When I was young, in the '30s and 


'40s, we went to the shore of the lake, 
near Sandusky to watch the fishing boats 
come in," the Rev. William Knoderer 
told the students. 


Now that is no longer possible. The 


Rev. Knoderer showed a slide that in- 
dicated the fishing hauls from Lake Erie 
have steadily dropped from the 20 mil- 
lion pounds taken in 1920 to less than 
8.000 pounds in 196S. 


Wheeling students were excused from 


their regular classes to attend as many 
of the 10 talks as they wished, and so 
many turned up for the first round of 
talks at 9 a.m., that some had to be 
turned away. 


Britt Magneson, the leader of the stu- 


dent group which organized the teach-in, 
said that many returned for the later 
sessions and for films on pollution shown 
in the school's Little Theater. 


THE PROBLEM OF TRASH was discussed at Wheeling 
High School's Survival '71 program yesterday. Dr. Paul 
Yambert of Southern Illinois University told students 


that Americans have become too dependent on disposal 
packaging that begins with the destruction of forests 
and ends up piled high in unsightly garbage dumps.

HE EXPLAINED that during the 


D e p r e s s i o n the federal government 
moved into the housing field and the 
Federal Housing Authority (FHA) was 
established. Ferrera said that 
after 


World War II many of the homes in the 
suburbs were built with FHA and VA in- 
sured mortgages. 


"Those are subsidy programs too," 


Ferrera said, "only the subsidies are 
smaller than the one we work under." 


Using what he called "rough figures" 


Ferrera said the average home in the 
area today costs about $30,000 and the 
"threshold" income required to buy that 
home is about $15,000. He said the FHA 
236 program was established to help 
solve the problem of "the gap in the 
middle." 


The director of the not-for-profit group 


said the federal program allows a devel- 
oper to construct units at full-market 
costs and rent them for below-market 
rents. According to Ferrera a total fami- 
ly income, dependent on the size of the 
family, between $5,000 and $12,000 would 
enable a family to rent housing in the 
range of $130 to $190 per month for a one 
to four-bedroom unit. 


AFTER SHOWING slides of other FHA 


236 projects in the Chicago area, Ferrera 
told the approximately 35 Rotarians that 
50 of the proposed 100 one-bedroom units 
would be single-floor units. "At least 50, 
then, and up to 100 of the 190 units would 
be primarily for senior citizens," he said. 


Addressing himself to the need for 


such housing in Arlington Heights, the di- 
rector said 139 of 732 people interviewed 
from Northwest Community Hospital, the 
Northwest Opportunity Center and a 
"major employer" in the village "appear 
to be eligible" for moderate income 
housing.

ban the sale of high phosphate detergents 
in Palatine ha"! been launched by the St. 
Thomas of Villanova Women's Club.

The ordinance is similar to one 


recently adopted in Chicago "Our think- 
ing on this is that if towns surrounding 
Chicago, which are all in the Lake Mich- 
igan drainage basin, adopt similar ordi- 
nances, we can protect the lake and our 
waterways." she said 


Basically, the ordinance the women 


are proposing would ban the sale of any 
detergent containing more than 87 per 
cent or seven grams of phosphate, a nu- 
trient which causes algae bloom and sub- 
sequent water pollution.

present the proposed ordinance for Pala- 
tine along with a copy of the Chicago 
ordinance and a list of high-phosphate 
detergents to the village board, asking 
that trustees take action on their plea. 


Before approaching the board, how- 


ever, the St. Thomas group hopes to gain 
support from many other women's or- 
ganizations, including auxiliaries of the 
local Jaycees, Rotary, Masons, Demo- 
cratic and Republican organizations, the 
League of Women Voters and others. 


She said letters explaining the propos- 


al, and asking for support have been sent 
to a total of 27 such groups. 


Richard Dawson, Palatine's director of 


environmental health, said he is aware of 
the women's effort and is in favor of ban- 
ning phosphates. 


He said the recently created Palatine 


Environmental Control Board, which he 
heads, can be expected to take ac- 
tion accordingly. 


But Dawson said there are problems in 


making such an effort,. The soap and de- 
tergent industries have, for instance, 
recently filed suit against Chicago for its 
ordinance and in Cincinnati, where a 
similar ordinance was adopted, an in- 
junction has been brought against the 
city. 


IN THE IMMEDIATE area, other 


towns such as Arlington Heights and 
Rolling Meadows have considered sucn 
an ordinance, but no action has been tak- 
en. 


Dawson said the only effective way of 


tackling 
the 
phosphate 
problem 
is 


through municipal sewage 
treatment. 


"But this simply isn't economically fea- 
sible." he added. 


"But if treatment is not feasible, the 


way to fight the problem is by taking a 
stand on banning phosphates and this is 
what we're working on," Dawson added.

News of the passage of a bill that 


would outlaw the exhibition of "R" and

by statements of "great!" and "wonder- 
full!" in Palatine 


Mrs. Nancy Haines, a spokesman for a 


group of Palatine citizens backing the 
bill, said she and her fellow supporters 
were elated over the bill's passage. How- 
ever, the group now plans to concentrate 
its efforts on getting the bill passed in 


the Illinois House of Representatives. 


The legislation, backed by Sen. Robert 


W. Mitchler, R-Oswego, was approved in 
the Senate by a vote of 33 to 10. Among 
the senators voting for the measure was 
Sen. John Graham, R-Barrington. 


MRS. HAINES and the group, which is 


made up of local housewives, church 
groups and the Knights of Columbus, had 
encouraged Sen. Graham to vote for the 
bill in letters last week. The group now 
plans a similar course of action to get 


votes for the measure from state repre- 
sentatives Eugene Schlickman, R-Ar- 
lington Heights; David Regner, R-Mount 
P r o s p e c t ; and Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arlington Heights. 


Since February, Mrs. Haines has been 


campaigning 
against 
"allegedly 
ob- 


scene" movies being shown at the 53 
Outdoor Theater north of Palatine. She 
and her supporters circulated a petition 
against the theater. 


Last week, she presented her petitions, 


which contained about 3,000, to Sen How- 
ard Mohr, R-Forest Park, another sup- 
porter of the bill in the Illinois Senate.

Post Office 
Completion 
5 Months Off 


The construction period until the new 


Palatine post office is completed is not 
as long as the facility's new address. 


By next October, Mrs. Martha Webster, 


postmistress, hopes her patrons will be 
doing business at 440 to 460 W. Colfax St., 
the three-acre site of the new facility. 


Construction on the post office began 


one year ago, and with the original June. 
1971, occupancy date having been missed 
by construction delays, Mrs. Webster is 
banking heavily on a fall grand opening. 


"We need a larger building sorely," 


she said. "We've outgrown our present 
facility by the expansion of delivery ter- 
ritory and number of patrons." 


SINCE 1958, the post office has been 


located at 19 S. Brockway Street. Mrs. 
Webster remembers when there were 16 
delivery routes several years ago. T>- 
day, there are 34 routes and 43,000 pa- 
trons — although Palatine's population is 
only 26,000. 


The new building, valued at $410.000, 


will be 23,773 square feet in size. The 
current structure is only 6,000 square 
feet. 


Nearly 77,000 square feet of patron and 


employe parking space will be included 
on the new site. At the Brockway Street 
office, there is little employe parking 
and no customer parking. 


"All our routes will be mechanized 


when we move into the new building.'' 
Mrs Webster said. "Carriers do not have 
trucks now because there is no place to 
park them." 


The loading dock at the partially com- 


pleted building will also be larger. And 
employes will be provided with a locker 
room and first aid station which they do 
not have now. 


IV ADDITION, there will be 614 rental 


boxes for patrons at the new building, 
compared to the 465 in the present build- 
ing, which has been bought by Foremost 
Liquors. 


Asked what other changes will be in- 


store for patrons, Mrs. Webster said, "I 
really can't say. A lot depends on what 
happens when the new U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice takes over on July 1."

Future Bleak For 
Unwanted 'Lake' 


The days of a five-acre lake, located in 


the Deer Park subdivision north of Pala- 
tinr appear to be numlyml 


Four 
governmental 
agencies have 


agreed to assist the subdivision's resi- 
dents in alleviating the flooding, which 
began to form the lake two years ago. 
Located in several backyards, the lake 
believed to be caused by a broken drain- 
age tile backing up in Deer Park. 


Deer Park is located near Quentin 


Road and Rte. 68. For more than a year, 
its residents have been battling bureau- 
cratic red tape to find a solution to this 
problem 


Now. with the help of the Northwest 


Mnsquito Abatement District, the U S. 
Department of Soil Conservation, the 
Palatine Township Highway Department 
and the Cook County Highway Depart- 
ment, the residents *ee the lake dis- 
appearing by summer. 


TO GET RID of the lake, a new drain- 


age tile system will be built by the resi- 
dents with the assistance of the agencies. 
The new system will drain water from 
Deer Park to the south rather than to the 
west, as the current system does. 


Lee Bndgeman. a director of the soil 


conservation department, said the new 
tile will run from the low spot of the 
lake, under Echo Lane, along and under 
Quentin Road and into an existing tile 
system on a farm owned by Edwin Koop 


Bndgeman said he will survey the 


route of the new system, and the mos- 
quito abatement will dig the trenches to 
install new six inch drain tiles bought by 
Deer Park residents. Both the township 
and county highway departments have 
granted the residents use of their right- 
of-ways. 


All that remains for the residents to do 


is get permission from Kopp to dig on his 
property up to the existing tile system 


SURVEYING OF the new drainage 


system is expected to begin in about two 
weeks 


Residents of Deer Park are elated over 


the assistance they are getting from the 
agencies Sam Pepitone. 710 Echo Ln., 
said he was particularly happy, since the 
water level of the lake is already being 
lowered by a pump loaned to the subdivi- 
sion by one of the agencies. 


Water currently covers a large area in 


Deer Park backyards and a section of 
Echo Lane, Pepitone said Among other 
things, the unwanted lake covers his 
swimming pool, which he installed three 
years ago. He couldn't use the pool last 
summer. 


Among other problems presented by 


the lake is the possible loss of life, Pepi- 
tone said He pointed out that a child 
could drown in the lake 


Muskrats have al.so built nests along 


the lake, he said, pointing out that chil- 
dren could be bitten by them. This sum- 
mer, mosquito* will breed in the lake 
again. 


IN TRYING TO alleviate these prob- 


lems, the residents have been talking 
with various governmental agencies for 
the past year. In many cases, they got no 
where according to Pepitone. 


Agencies merely explained that they 


had no jurisdiction over the matter and 
passed the buck to other agencies. Until 
a few weeks ago, all the residents knew 
was that the lake's water should flow 
west and that an old farm drainage tile, 
installed in the 1880s, may be its cause. 


Tired of waiting for action from these 


agencies, the residents dug a drainage 
trench to a county culvert at Quentin 
Road. To let the water in, they chopped a 
hole in the culvert's wall. 


For this, they were criticized by county 


highway officials, but no charges were 
filed. Instead, the county let them pump 
water through the culvert as a tempora- 
ry measure. 


Soon afterward, Wilbur Mitchell of the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
agreed to help residents build a new 
drainage tile to alleviate the mosquito 
problem posed by the lake. The other 
agencies followed suit, agreeing to help 
where their jurisdiction permitted them. 


"Things are looking pretty bright 


now," Peptine said. However, he prom- 
ised that the residents will not dis- 
continue their efforts to get rid of the 
lake until the new drainage tile is in the 
ground and working. 
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COUNTY HIGHWAY EMPLOYES William Hunt, rear, 
and Henry Pettrson, were among several people from 
local governments who visited Deer Park to assess the 
Hooding conditions. Residents had dug a trench to drain 
water from an unwanted lake to a county culvert. Al- 


though the surveying done by Hunt and Peterson re- 
vealed the level of the lake was lower than the culvert, 
the trench was made useful when residents brought in a 
pump.

the past year In many cases, they got no 
where according to Pepitone. 


Agencies merely explained that they 


had no jurisdiction over the matter and 
passed the buck to other agencies. Until 
a few weeks ago, all the residents knew 
was that the lake's water should flow 
west and that an old farm drainage tile, 
installed in the 1880s, may be its cause. 


Tired of waiting for action from these 


agencies, the residents dug a drainage 
trench to a county culvert at Quentm 
Road To lot the water in, they chopped a 
hole in the culvert's wall. 


For this, they were criticized by county 


highway officials, but no charges were 
filed Instead, the county let them pump 
water through the culvert as a tempora- 
ry measure. 


Soon afterward, Wilbur Mitchell of the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
agreed to help residents build a new 
drainage tile to alleviate the mosquito 
problem posed by the lake. The other 
agencies followed suit, agreeing to help 
where their jurisdiction permitted them. 


"Things are 
looking pretty bright 


now," Peptine said. However, he prom- 
ised that the residents will not dis- 
continue their efforts to get rid of the 
lake until the new drainage tile is in the 
ground and working.

The Dist. 23 School Board is in- 


vestigating the failure of its architect to 
meet construction deadlines and to se- 
cure a building permit from the office of 
the Cook County Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction. 


According to Supt. Edward Grodsky, 


the construction is about eight weeks be- 
hind schedule because Architectural 
Management Inc. was "not getting shop 
drawings in on time to the builder." The 
architect was hired to design and super- 
vise construction of an addition to the 
Douglas Mac Arthur Junior High School 


and to the Betsy Ross School along with 
remodeling of classes at the Anne Sufli- 
van School for administrative offices. 


Grodsky said he learned last week 


that the architect, Mel Cea, did not apply 
for a building permit at the county office 
until after the construction began. "I re- 
ceived a letter from the county office 
saying we would not get a permit until 
about 10 items in the construction plans 
are changed to conform with the Illinois 
Life Safety Code."

tions The purpose of the move is to 
equalize class size in the

Currently there are 63 children in three 


third grade classes at Euclid School and 
83 children in the, three third grade 
classes at the Indian Grove School. 


"We made a mistake in guessing the 


size of the building needed at the Indian 
Grove site." said Haney. Four new class- 
rooms were added to the school last year

"We don't know what 
our assessed valuation is and we don't 
know if we will receive the corporate 
personal property tax.

"THE BOARD HAS always hail the 


policy that class size is a primary con- 
sideration in establishing boundaries," 
Retzlaff added. "During the past six 
years many students have had to change 
schools in the district." 


"But the other children who have been 


moved live in larger neighborhoods and 
had a better chance to make new 
friends," objected one parent. 


"We are isolated," said a mother. 


"Our children have to cross Camp 
McDonald Road. Wolf Road or Euclid 
Avenue in order to visit their friends." 
McDonald Acres subdivision is com- 
prised of 17 homes on two streets. It is 
surrounded on two sides by golf course, 
church and park property. 


"Why do our children have to go 


through this upheaval again?" asked an- 
other mother. "Can you promise that 
they won't be moved again?"

Students Hear About 'S.R.O.' World 


Students crowded into classrooms at 


Wheeling High School yesterday to hear 
about a world "with Standing Room 
Only," and the death of Lake Erie and to 
find themselves criticized for littering 
and warned about simplistic views of in- 
dustrial pollution. 


It was all part of Survival '71, an "en- 


vironmental teach-in" 
organized 
by 


Wheeling's Students Against Environ- 
mental Disaster. 


Speakers from government, industry 


anti-pollution 
and 
population 
control 


groups covered a wide range of topics in 
the day-long event. 


ONE OF THE MOST popular speakers 


was Dr. Conrad May, head of a family 
planning clinic in Chicago, who kept a 
packed room of students quietly attentive 
as he described the dangers of over- 
population. 


"I saw it myself when I visited Hong 


Kong," Dr. May said, "thousands and 
thousands of squatters shacks with no 
sanitary facilities, acres of sampans and 


junks, and miles and miles of tene- 
ments." 


He said that in the period from 1850 to 


1930, the population of the world doubled 
from one billion to two billion and has 
now reached 3.3 billion. In the next 37 
years, he said that it will double again, 
reaching 6.6 billion. In 900 years, be en- 
visioned a world so crowded that there 
would be only "three or four square 
yards of space for each person." 


BUT, DR. MAY SAID, underdeveloped 


countries are already the victims of 
overpopulation "with the food production 
falling behind population growth each 
year" and population doubling, in some 
countries, every 20 years. 


He pointed out, however, that in the 


United States and Europe the growth 
rate is much slower. The population of 
Austria, he said, is not expected to 
double until about the year 2146. 


Paul Yambert, dean of the outdoor lab- 


oratories at Southern Illinois University, 


talked about a proliferation of things 
rather than people in the United States. 


"We have paper bags to carry out gro- 


ceries in," Dr. Yambert said. "In other 
countries, they don't. People carry their 
own bags, like attache cases, and put 
their oranges and bread in them." 


DR. YAMBERT TOLD the 60 students 


in his room that he would "like to get 
away from paper bags and save the 
trees (that would be cut down to provide 
th paper) for a park," and he suggested 
the students make their own permanent 
bags for carrying groceries. 


After Dr. Yambert said that only six 


out of each 1,000 bottles designed for re- 
cycling are actually recycled, a girl 
asked, "What happens to them?" 


"I saw a fellow picking them up off 


your campus at 7:30 this morning," Dr. 
Yambert replied. 


Newspapers came in for some criti- 


cism from Dr. Yambert, too. "This 
morning I saw a Chicago paper with 168 


pages. That's ridiculous. You can get all 
the news you need to hear these days on 
the back of an envelope, or at most a 
three or four page paper." 


INDUSTRY WAS defended by Robert 


Anderson, a representative of Universal 
Oil Products, a firm that manufactures 
pollution control devices. 


"We don't understand the economic 


system we have," Anderson told the stu- 
dents, "and it is the best to the world. 
But we abuse it and try and shift the 
burden of controlling pollution to in- 
dustry and government." 


He said that people think that industry 


and government can solve pollution prob- 
lems magically and that people are re- 
luctant to pay the cost of pollution con- 
trol in increased prices and taxes. 


The way to make industry respond, An- 


derson said, is through consumer action. 
"The one thing industry understands is 
full warehouses (that result from con- 
sumer boycotts) and the ringing of cash 
registers."

Flnros said he thinks teachers will 


stnke because "they have successfully 
negotiated handsome salary increases in 
the last three years and they don't want 
to break that pattern." He said he wants 
to "forewarn ' the community that nego- 
tiations will not be finished by the end of 
this school year, as both sides had origi- 
nally hoped. 


The community should decide if teach- 


ers in Mount Prospect Dist. 57 should get 
raises they are requesting, according to 
Floro.s. 


"If the people want us to continue the 


pattern of large pay raises for teachers 
every year and they are willing to pass 
tax increase referendum to support it, 
they should let us know." Floros said, 
asks for a new salary schedule with pay 


"BfT IF THEY want us to hold the 


lines on salaries, grating nominal in- 
crease as we have proposed, they should 
speak out." Floros aid. 


Floros' comments came in response to 


statements made by David Metzler, 
MPEA negotiations chairman, at an 
MPEA meeting earlier this week. Met- 
zler told teachers he did not think a con- 
tract agreement would be reached until 
September because "the board wants 
more tnis year than it is willing to give 
us in return." 


The board's proposal includes abolish- 


ing personal leave because it has been 
"abused" in recent months. Under the 
current provision, teachers are eligible 
for two days personal leave each year 
without having to give reason. The num- 
ber increases to four after five years of 
consecutive teaching in the district.

The comment that 'Personal leave is

Planned By Chamber May 22 


Motorists can have their cars safety 


checked free on May 22, courtesy of the 
Mount Prospect Chamber of Commerce. 


The auto safety check will be located 


on Emerson Street between Central Road 
and Busse Avenue in Mount Prospect. 
Cars will be checked between 8 a.m. and 
4 p.m. 


Chairman of the project is Doug Win- 


wleman, owner of Winkleman's Shell Ser- 
vice. He said such things as the car's 
brakes, front suspension, steering sys- 
tem, exhaust system, engine belts, bat- 
tery, lights and seat belts will be 
checked. 


"AS THE PEOPLE turn onto Emerson 


Street, they'll see a separate station for 
each part of the check." Winkleman said 
that different auto parts manufacturers 
would be in charge of the various phases 
of the check. "Each firm will deal only 
with that area it specializes in," he said. 


Winkleman said that more than 400 


cars were checked for safety in last 
year's project, "Seventeen per cent of 
the cars tested were in good shape," he 
said, adding, "A lot of new cars came 
through." 


Besides Winkleman about 12 others, in- 


cluding chamber members, will be in- 
volved in testing the cars. The chamber 
has sponsored the safety check for the 
last three years. Prior to that it was 
sponsored by Winkleman's service sta- 
tion. 


Winkleman urged motorists to come to 


the safety check as early as possible: 
"The sooner they come the better. We 
try to keep them moving and prevent 
any bottlenecks." He said the check usu- 
ally takes between five and 10 minutes. 


Cars that are checked receive a sticker 


saying the car has been safety inspected. 
Also, each owner is given a report on his 
car and told to see a mechanic if any- 
thing is wrong with his auto. 


The council would make decisions con- 


cerning the parish. It would consist of 
elected representatives, two from each of 
the eight parish geographical districts. 
Maps have already been distributed to 
parishoners. If the council is approved, 
delegates will be elected sometime in the 
middle of June.

is not allowed to continue north on Elm- 
hurst Avenue at Lincoln Street. 


In short, the intersection has been 


redesigned to eliminate cross traffic on 
the S-bend of Elmhurst Road.

Reorganization 
Of Plan Group 
Will Be Studied 


A joint-study commission of the Arling- 


ton Heights Board of Trustees and the 
village Plan Commission will undertake 
a study of the question of reorganization 
of the Plan Commission. 


At a joint meeting of the village board 


and the commission Wednesday, the 
question was raised whether J3 members 
are needed on the plan commission. 


The 13-member board is presently op- 


erating with one vacancy and the terms 
of three other members have technically 
expired. Howevrr. no changes in the 
commission are expected until the joint- 
study group has considered the makeup 
of the commission and returned its rec- 
ommendations. 


The varancy came about when Alice 


Harms was elected to a two-year term 
on the Village Board of Trustees. 


THREF SEATS are potentially vacant 


hrraii.ip the terms of three of thr present 
commissioners expired April 30. Those 
commissioners are Leo Mueller. Jim 
Mr(irath and Vic Beisler. By ordinance, 
however, the terms continue past their 
expiration date until reappointment or 
resignation. Appointments to the com- 
mission are made by the village presi- 
dent 


Wednesday night at a joint meeting of 


the plan commission and the village 
board. Village Pres. Jack Walsh said he 
does not plan to make any now appoint- 
ments to the commission before the con- 
troversial V'iatorian housing issue is set- 
tled 


Walsh said he does not think it appro- 


priate to "inject" someone into the issue 


without the benefit of all the background. 


The future makeup of the commission 


was put in more uncertainty when Walsh 
asked if a joint study group had given 
any consideration to the size of the plan- 
ning group. 


After a brief discussion of the advan- 


tages and disadvantages of having 13 
members on the commission, the joint 
study group was left with the responsi- 
bility of studying the question. Walsh 
then said he would not make any deci- 
sions on appointments or reappointments 
until that question had been settled. 


Despite those delays, the commission 


already has changed somewhat. 


LAST YEAR'S vice chairman, 0. V. 


Anderson, has been named by Walsh to 
chair the commission for the coming 
year, replacing Mueller. 


A vacancy created by the resignation 


of Harold Klingner as president of the 
Board of Local Improvements has been 
filled by Dave Patterson, who recently 
was elected president of BOLI. By ordi- 
nance, the BOLI president is an ex-offi- 
cio member of the plan commission. 


But even that seat was put in doubt 


Wednesday when Trustee Frank Palm- 
atier questioned having the president of 
the local improvement board sitting on 
the plan commission for his entire term. 
Palmatier said it may be too much of a 
burden on the BOLI chief and suggested 
perhaps that seat should be occupied by 
various BOLI members on a rotating 
basis. 


The joint study group is also expected 


to consider that question. 


TRAFFIC JAM on Arlington Heights Road resulted dur- 
ing rush hour yesterday afternoon when a car transport 
truck became stalled on Chicago & North Western Rail- 
way tracks shortly before 5 p.m. The truck was stuck on

Palatine had about 250 
customers out of service for more than 
two hours, and about ISO Schaumburg 
customers had no power for nearly three 
hours. 


Arlington Heights also experienced 


power failures, but only about 20 custom- 
ers were affected. They lost service for 
about Wt hours. 


Fred Sachs, Northwest area manager 


for Commonwealth Edison Co., said yes- 
terday there were 17 separate cases of 
trouble in the Northwest suburbs, result- 
ing from two electric storms that passed 
through the area at about 
10 p.m. 


Wednesday and between 3 and 4 a.m. 
Thursday. Most of the difficulties were 
minor, he said, but more serious prob- 
lems occured in those three commu- 
nities. 


IN THE wake of the storms, the utility 


company had six crews of repairmen, or 
about 30 men, working most of the night. 
It cost the firm about $3,000 in wages and 
materials, said Sachs. 


The Schaumburg problems centered 


around Bode Road and Walnut, where 
lightning hit and burned a feeder line to 
150 homes, knocking out power from 
about 11 p.m. to about 1:45 a.m. 


Palatine experienced one large area of 


difficulty, and seven smaller isolated 
cases. Around 250 customers lost power 
in the vicinity of 1720 Rand rd. from 9:15 
to 11:30 p.m., when lightening blew a tap 
fase. The smaller cases affected a total 
of about 100 customers, around the hours 
of 2:30, 4:10 and 5:40 a.m.

New Trend Develops In Location Of Park Programs

A close study of summer playground 


activities 
offered 
by 
the 
Arlington 


Heights Park District for the past 11 
years, shows a new trend this year in 
locations where park programs are of- 
fered. 


In the ten years following 1960, park 


programs were shifted from older estab- 
lished areas to concentrate around newer 
parks. However, this year's summer bro- 
chure of park activities shows a dramat- 
ic change from this trend in many areas. 


From I960 to IOT). a close study of 


summer park district brochures showed 
a major cutback in activities offered at 
Arlington High School. 502 W. Euclid St.: 
Dryden Park. TOO S. Dryden Ave.; Kvcr- 
green Park at (.rove Street, Gibbons Av- 
enue and Forrest Avenue; Greens Park, 
Olive Street and Douglas Avenue: and 
Viremia Terrace Park, on Thomas Street 
near Chicago Avenue. 


However, this cutting back has been 


reversed tor this summer by the addition 
of mobile recreation units which will vis- 
it areas seemingly forgotten by the park 
district last year. This program will offer 


supervision at small neighborhood parks 
twice a week for three hours each. 


A mobile recreation program will be 


offered at Ridge School, 800 N. Fernan- 
dez Ave., bringing activities to children 
who for years had activities at Arlington 
High School. From 1960 through 1968, 
many types of recreational programs 
were offered at the high school. Last 
year, these programs were all dropped 
except for a few tennis classes and a 
physical fitness class for junior high 
school boys. 


ALTHOUGH THE activities in the vi- 


cinity of Arlington High School will in- 
crease, no activities are planned for this 
summer at Virginia Terrace Park on 
Thomas Street near Chicago Avenue. In 
the early and mid 60's, activities were 
offered at this park. The use of this park 
for programs was phased out with the 
development of Hasbrook Park, 333 W. 
Maude St., which offers a wide range of 
recreational activities. 


This year's summer schedule also 


shows a slight beefing up of activities 
offered at Dryden Park, 722 S. Dryden 
Ave. The supervised playground pro-

gram this year will run for a full day 
instead of from 9 a.m. to noon as it was 
last year. Also, children in the area will 
be able to take advantage of 13 classes 
while last year the total was only nine 
for programs such as baton, dance, ten- 
nis, tinv tots and tumbling. 


TWO PARKS WHICH haven't seen any 


park activities for a number of years will 
offer mobile recreation units visiting 
twice a week this year. The program will 
offer supervised activities at Greens 
Park next to Olive School, 303 E. Olive 
St., and Evergreen Park at Grove Street, 
Gibbons Avenue and Forrest Avenue. 


In 1969, activities at Greens Park in- 


cluded a half-day playground program, 
baton, crafts, dance, cheerleading, tiny 
tots, drama and tumbling classes. Last 
year, no programs were offered at the 
park, 


In the early 1960's, an all-day play- 


ground and a few playground classes 
were offered at Evergreen Park but no 
programs have been offered there since 
1966 until this summer. 


The survey also shows a significant in- 


crease in programs offered at Raven 
Park, Berkley Drive and Highland Ave- 
nue. Programs were first offered at the 
park in 1969 with a half-day supervised 
playground. Last year, an all-day play- 
ground program and various classes 
were offered. This year, 17 classes in 
baton, cheerleading, dance, tiny tots, 
tumbling and trampoline, tennis, golf, 
crafts and archery will be offered in ad- 
dition to an all-day supervised play- 
ground. 


THE SUMMER PROGRAM will also 


bring park activities to Forest View High 
School, 2121 S. Goebbert Rd. No pro- 
grame have b e e n scheduled at the 
school since seven tennis classes were of- 
fered in 1964. This year, the mobile rec- 
reation unit will visit the school twice a 


WCCK. 


The mobile recreation units will also 


be used to offer some type of supervised 
activity at four park locations which 


haven't seen any park programs in the 
past 11 years. These include Carefree 
Part at Belmont and Douglas avenues; 
Klehm Park at Hawthorne Street and 
Wilshire Lane; Flenti Park at Mulberry 
and Birchwood lanes; and Volz Park at 
St. James Street and Kennicott Avenue. 
In addition to the mobile recreation pro- 
gram, two tennis classes will also be of- 
fered at Volz Park. 


THE CONCEPT OF the mobile recrea- 


tion unit is being used as an experiment 
by members of the park district's recrea- 
tion staff. It will help provide activities 
for children in previously forgotten areas 
as well as show the possible support for 
more programs at the various locations. 


The scheduling of the parks which the 


units will visit for a 3 hour period two 
times a week shows a concerted effort to 
offer activities close to home for resi- 
dents who previously had to travel long 
distances to take part in park activities. 


This effort will result in at least some 


park activities being available to almost 
every child in the park district without 
having to cross the major thoroughfares 
of Arlington Heights Road, Palatine 


Road, Rand Road, Northwest Highway, 
Central Road or Golf Road. Although 
children may not be able to take part in 
the full range of park activities without 
crossing these major streets in the vil- 
lage, they will at least be able to partici- 
pate in some type of park program this 
year.

236 program was established to help 
solve the problem of "the gap in the 
middle." 


The director of the not-for-profit group 


said the federal program allows a devel- 
oper to construct units at full-market 
costs and rent them for below-market 
rents. According to Ferrera a total fami- 
ly income, dependent on the size of the 
family, between $5,000 and $12,000 would 
enable a family to rent housing in the 
range of $130 to $190 per month for a one 
to four-bedroom unit. 


AFTER SHOWING slides of other FHA 


2.16 projects In the Chicago area, Ferrera 
told the approximately 35 Rotarians that 
50 of the proposed 100 one-bedroom units 
would be single-floor units. "At least 50, 
then, and up to 100 of the 190 units would 
be primarily for senior citizens," he said.

John Brown 


A 22-year-old man who had his right 


arm cut off in an industrial accident and 


then reimplanted in a four-hour oper- 
ation at St. Alexius Hospital last year 
has been granted $15,275 in an insurance 
settlement. 


Doctors for Employers Insurance of 


Wausau found John H. Brown to be 100 
per cent industrially disabled, it was 
learned from reliable sources. 


Brown was operating a paper cutting 


machine at Rockwell Barnes Co., 2101 
Greenleaf Ave., Elk Grove Village, last 
March 9 when the accident occurred. 


A TEAM of surgeons at the hospital 


reimplanted the arm the same day in an 
operation in which the bones were re- 
joined by means of metal rods. Muscles 
and blood vessels were sutured back to- 
gether. The nerves, which were loosely 
joined, were later resutured in another 
operation. 


It was estimated to be 1H years before 


it could be determined how successful 
regeneration of the arm would be. 


In the interim, Brown underwent phys- 


ic.-il therapy treatments and had re- 
gained some use of the arm, a hospital 
spokesman said. 


Brown apparently stopped comng in 


for treatments at the O'Hare Industrial 
Clinic, El{ Grove Township, and a re- 
habilitation center, Chicago, last fall. 


At the time of the accident, Brown was 


living in Chicago with his wife and two 
children.

State officials have approved a $10.000 


motor fuel tax allocation from the City of 
Des Plaines to the city's mass transit 
district, providing funds for a $1,385- 
a-month subsidy to the United Motor 
Coach Co.

tor Coach subsidy, which was approved 
last year by city council. 


The ailing bus company, which is al- 


ready receiving monthly subsidies of $724 
from Niles and $965 from Park Ridge, 
lost a total of $114,000 in 1970. The firm 
reduced its fourth-quarter loss to $2,500 
last year after losing money at the rate 
of $12,000 a month last summer. 


In addition to the other suburbs, Mor- 


ton Grove also has voted a subsidy to the 
bus company. The Morton Grove village 
board set a $2,500 limit on its grant and, 
unlike the other suburbs, has been subsi- 
dizing United Motor Coach out of general 
corporate tax monies rather than motor 
fuel tax funds. 


So far, the three suburbs have pro- 


vided more than $6,000 in subsidies to the 
bus company. 


ELMER SCIIUEMANM, United Motor 


Coach vice president and general man- 
ager, said the company has been break- 
ing even in the first part of 1971 but ex- 
pects to mount when the number of ri- 
ders declines this summer. 


Schuemann said a lack of school bus 


revenues and a general decline in rider- 
ship during summer months are the 
causes of the firm's increased financial 
problems in the summer. 


Last year, the company requested a to- 


tal of $12,000 in monthly subsidies from 
14 north and Northwest suburbs but re- 
ceived aid only from the four Maine 
Township municipalities, where United 
transports many of the local school chil- 
dren. 


All four suburbs have said their sub- 


sidies are only temporary measures until 
state aid to mass transit is approved.

REP. EUGENIA CHAPMAN, an Ar- 


lington 
Heights Democrat 
tried 
to 


amend the parental grant bills to say 
nonpublic schools at which they're used 
must meet the safety and maintenance 
standards set for public schools, but her 
proposal was defeated 


"If you set standards for the private 


schools, you will have subverted what 
the commission worked long and hard to 
achieve-makmg the bills constitutional," 
said Srhlickman in arguing against adop- 
tion of the amendment 


He said the amendment probably 


would have been called "excessive en- 
tanglement" by the courts, naking the 
entire parochiaid plan unconst itutional 


Rep Charles Clabaugh, R-Thampaign, 


said that since the state monty would go 
to nonpublic schools rather than directly 
to parents under provisions of the plan 
' this blasts clear out of the water" the 
measure's constitutionality 


Schlickman said constitutional experts 


advised the commission there's no "ap- 
preciable or significant' diference be- 
tween the schools or the parents getting 
the money under the proposed setup He 
said although the school would get the 
money directly from the office of the 
state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion the amount would depend entirely 
on parental applications 


"PARENTS DON'T actually handle the 


money but the plan in effect gives aid to 
schools in proportion to the number of 
parents, sending their 
kids there," 


Schlickman said "It's nothing at all like 
a direct grant to the schools " 


"I don't feel bound by this legalistic 


turnaround," Clabaugh shot back 
"I 


thought 
we were 
avoiding 
a con- 


stitutional question by paying the par 
ents but I see we're not and this seems 
to me a clear violation of the constitu- 
tion ' 


Clabaugh alluded to the ban contained 


in both the old and new Illinois con- 
stitutions on laws to give aid to nonpublic 
schools 


The parochitid plan calls for grants up 


to $60 per year for grade school children 
and $90 for high school students whose 
parents submit request to qualified non- 
public schools 


Lnder the program $4 5 million would 


go for special grants for low income fam- 
ilies whose children attend nonpublic 
schools The grants could go higher than 
$300 per pupil 


The program also earmarked $5 mil 


lion for innovative public school-private 
school cooperative projects

I'l.in fs to i-nd its opposition to the 
priipost-d c.ikton Street post office

ntv count il tuis been passing reso- 
lutions threatening lawsuits talk-

The couiiol 
with Aid Charles, 


Bolek '3rdi leading the opposition, 
has tned to persuade postal offi- 
cials that instead of the site at Oak- 
ton and f'xecutive \Vav. anothei 
propert\ .it I,ee Street and Forest 
Avcniie would be best for the city s 
new main post office 


The postal service 
which pur- 


chased the Qakton proper tv 
has 


apparentlv turned down an offer 
from the Lee-FoiiM owners to 
trade the sites citing what it sa\s 


is a $50.000 difference in the value 
of the two properties 


The city opposition, plus a gener- 


al slowdown in federal spending on 
things like new post offices, com- 
bined in the last two years to halt 
development of the new facility 
Postal officials have been working 
on design plans but nothing more 
has happened despite the pressing 
need to consolidate post offices 
now 
at three locations in Des 


Plaines and one in Rosemont 


According to Postmaster John 


Koulentes the building plan pro- 
posed for the Oakton site would 
provide 55000 square feet of floor 
space, more than double the cur- 
rent total of 20000 square feet at 
the four locations 


Because ot space 
restrictions, 


the post office is forced each De- 
cember to rent expensive floor 
space to handle holiday mail at a 
cost of se\eral thousand dollars 
Also needed 
according to Kou- 


lentes, is more truck dock space 


and parking and lunchroom facil- 
ities for postal employes 


Bolek and the residents he repre- 


sents on Webster Lane and Wicke 
Avenue are justifiably concerned 
about the effects the proposed Oak- 
ton post office would have on their 
homes and property values 


An appraiser's report released 


this week by Bolek shows a total 
market value loss of $140,000 to 60 
homes in the vicinity of the Oakton 
site, although it should be pointed 
out that the firm which appraised 
the value loss is also acting as bro- 
ker for the Lee-Forest site owners. 


Not included in the appnasal re- 


port and apparently not considered 
by some opponents of the Oakton 
site are the effects on nearby 
homes of other land uses that could 
be developed on the commercially- 
zoned property 


If the federal government de- 


cides for some reason to sell the 
property, a wide variety of com- 
mercial facilities could be built 


there—many of them more undesi- 
rable than a post office 


Postal offcials have already in- 


dicated that truck loading docks at 
the post office would be enclosed 
and have proposed screening and 
landscaping to shield the building 
from nearby homes 


With a spirit of cooperation from 


all sides, final plans for the build- 
ing could be worked out that would 
minimize the effect on the resi- 
dences and provide the City of Des 
Plaines with the type of post office 
it sorely needs 


It's time for both the city and the 


federal government to get to work 
on plans for the Oakton site and 
end their dispute

tor Have Kennedy. "I think you'll find 
that thr box would just get sick and 
tired ol thr rt-ry day practice." 


The type of athlete who may have the 


most difficulty if summer school athletic 
courses were approved and directed as 
all out practices, would be the all-round 
athlete who competes in a number of 
sports 


"The all-round athlete will he forced to 


make a decision he shouldn't have to 
make." said Maine Kast assistant base- 
h.i!l coach M;i> I.it'gett "The possibility 
dors €X|st tnat the football coach, the 
basketball coach and the baseball coach 
might say to a boy. Tome to our sum- 
mer classes or you can't play for us next 
year ' 


If fhis was the case, then the hoy 


would have to make a decision on what 
sport he wants to play becau.se he can't 
attend all three summer classes at the 
.v.ime time 


"ff a hoy wnnls to compete in more 


than one sport." Mggelt added, "he 
should he ahlr to do so. Nobody should 
force the .tlhlrtr to limit himself to one

Hick Kimicman. Mersey High's athletic 


director is another who believes in the

"M> feeling is. ' he said, "that a boy 


should In-long to as many activities and 
s[Mirts as he can and wants to. And ( 
trunk I am speaking for most of the 
coarhes and athletic directors in our 
school district when I say this 


"I agree that a boy could be put in the 


middle and have to make the choice of a 
single sport." Kinneman went on. "This 
would I*.1 a very unhealthy situation " 


"We believe in the well-rounded pro- 


gram and thr all-round athlete." said 
Palatine High athletic director Chic An- 


derson. "During the summer we feel that 
a hoy should be able to play In sports 
that he might not get a chance to during 
the school year. 


"At our school we offer an eight-week 


program which gives a boy a chance to 
play every sport that he wants to during 
th,; summer. 


"High school boys should continue to 


have this opportunity." 


At Notre Dame High School is a sum- 


mer program which is open to sixth and 
seventh graders in football, tennis and 
swimming. 


"We have this program for the boys in 


our community to get a chance to com- 
pete and to receive good coaching," said 
Notre Dame athletic director Fran Will- 
elt. "This is basically a teaching and 
leaning program. 


"This program is open to everyone and 


many of the boys who attend the pro- 
gram do not even attend Notre Dame 
when they reach the high school age." 


When the subject of hitting in pads 


during a summer football course was 
mentioned. Maine West's director of 
summer school classes, Eldon Burk, 
said, "I think that pads are going to 
bring a problem in insurance coverages. 


"Our students have the overall student 


protection which protects them during a 
general physical education program m 
the summer. But if they start hitting in 
pads, that student protection insurance 
will not cover any injury. 


"Football insurance is an altogether 


different protection package." 


Burk also brought up an opinion which 


echoes many of those held by area ath- 
letic directors and coaches. 


"We aren't dealing with professional 


athletes," Burk said. "This isn't a busi- 
ness to them. It should be fun. Six weeks 
in pads during the summer certainly 
wouldn't be fun to the boys. 


"And, since this isn't pro ball, how can 


any coach expect to take up so much of 
the boys' time during the summer?" 


Apparently, however, some coaches do 


not hold these same opinions nor Ideals. 


It has been noted that other schools 


around the state are planning to conduct 
summer classes for six weeks hi a num- 
ber of sports. 


This could put an area team to a dis- 


advantage when playing a school which 
does conduct the six-week course. 


"There is a possibility that we could 


get our brains beat out if we play a team 
which has that six-week head start in the 
summer," said one area football coach. 
"That is why I hope that the league or 
the 
Inter-Suburban 
Association 
puts 


some restrictions on the summer classes. 


"I don't want to hold a six-week foot- 


ball program but, at the same time, I 
don't want to play against anybody who 
does have the summer football." 


This coach also expressed that he 


would not conduct a six-week football 
course because he finds it an unhealthy 
situation for his players. Even if his 
team did "get our brains beat out" he 
would not be in favor of holding summer 
practices at his school. 


Some coaches, though, do feel that in 


many sports they would not be at too 
much of a disadvantage if they did not 
conduct summer practices. 


"As a former basketball coach, I know 


that many basketball players work out 
on their own during the summer," Kinne- 
man said. "If they do work out some 
during the summer, they should be ready 
to go when the season starts." 


Willed remarked. "I'm not worried 


about my football players. They have the 
pride to take care of themselves and 
work out on their own during the sum- 
mer. They're always ready and in shape 
when we start the season." 


It should be again pointed out that 


these coaches are dedicated to their 
sports and to winning programs. 


But these men are also dedicated to 


the high school boys whom they coach. 


They have the opinion that the cost for 


winning can be too high. 


And that is comforting to know.

NEW YORK - (NBA) - "I still have 


a driving desire to win, but I'm not as 
hungry as I used to be. Winning isn't as 
urgent, from an economic standpoint," 
said Arnold Palmer, now a multimillion- 
aire. 


"I'm going to play as long as I think I 


can win. But a day always comes when 
you're no longer the greatest, when 
someone else is the greatest. It happens 
to anyone who ever gets up in this game 
— Hagen, Jones, Snead, Hogan, and it'll 
happen to Nicklaus, to Casper, to Player, 
to me." 


After what Palmer describes as a 


"lull" in the late 1960s ("When things 
were not all that rosy"), he has returned 
to be a major contender again. Though 
he won no tournaments last year, he lost 
sf.-veral by just one shot. And he was sec- 
c"d in the PGA, the tournament he cov- 
ets because it is the only major title that 
has eluded him in his remarkable 17-year 
pro career. This year, he had already 
won two tournaments in a row and in 
early April was the tour's leading money 
winner. 


Palmer's bold, imaginative play had 


thrust him into unprecedented golf popu- 
larity. He pinpoints the beginning of the 
Palmer surge in 1960 when national tele- 
vision audiences empathized with his 
grief-stricken looks and bursts of joy, 
watched him hitch his pants and say, 
"The match is on," as he birdied the last 
two holes of the Masters to win by a 
stroke; and, in the U.S. Open at Cherry 
Hills, went out the last round and shot 
the front nine in 30 strokes, finishing 
with a 65 for what seemed a miraculous 
triumph. But by 1966 his derring-do 
seemed wasteful as he squandered a sev- 
en-stroke lead with nine holes to play 
and lost the U.S. Open to Billy Casper in 
a play-off. 


By 1968 his putting touch was unsure, 


though he denied being possessed by the 
demon "yips," and his hip had developed 
a painful bursitis. A crowning humili- 
ation came now on the shadowy, late af- 
ternoon fairway of the 18th hole in the 
final round of that year's U.S. Open. 


In a baleful quirk, Palmer had been 


placed in the final threesome with two 
amateurs and trailed the leading pair, 
Lee Trevino and Bert Yancey. His Army 
was tight-lipped. He was 26 strokes off 
the pace. 


From then, through the 1969 PGA when 


he had to withdraw because of the pain- 
ful hip, questions concerning his retire- 
ment were common. Palmer returned 
home to Latrobe, Pa., where he rested, 
began a daily regimen of morning situps 
(still does them), played some golf, 
dreamed. 


"One of the great things in life is imag- 


ination," said Palmer. "I've always been 
a dreamer. Even now, when I'm on the 
practice tee I'm thinking about situ- 
ations, 'It's the 18th and final hole, I'm a 
stroke behind.' That kind of thh " 


Palmer, recalling his childhood, has 


said, "All I ever wanted to do was play 
golf. I would go out by myself and play 
two or three balls at the same time, one 
against the other, as if it were a tourna- 
ment. Sometimes one ball would be me 
and another one Hogan and we would 
play for the PGA championship ..." 


Stunningly, fittingly he came back to 


win the last two tournaments of the 1969 
season, at about the same time he was 
being named Athlete of the Decade. 


"When you have imagination you also 


envision the day that all this is over," 
said Palmer. When serious competitive 
golf is over for Palmer, he says he will 
think hard about entering politics. A con- 
servative Republican, he has been men- 
tioned as a gubernatorial canditate in 
his home state, Pennsylvania." 


"It's the kind of thing in which Arnold 


need not step down to anything," said a 
long-time friend. "I mean, it would be 
like going from one top plateau to anoth- 
er." 


But Palmer is still much involved in 


his golf game. And it has changed as he 
has. "The older you get the more mellow 
you get," said Palmer. "On the course I 
don't get as mad as I used to. I used to 
get so angry at a bad shot that I would- 
n't remember where I hit it, or even 
when I hit it. I'd carry on for five or six 


holes after. Now, well, I'll whip my club 
at my bag, or just drop a driver in the 
fairway after a rotten shot. That helps 
relieve some of the pressure. And I for- 
get in a flash." 


Palmer said he gambles less than for- 


merly, even though "I think I played the 
kind of golf people like to watch," and "I 
really like to have people watching me 
play." 


"I think Arnold has learned to play the 


odds, rather than gambling all the time," 
said fellow pro Frank Beard. "He doesn't 
have the strength he used to. But he still 
has the length. He's a more mature gol- 
fer than he was. He doesn't gouge out of 
sand or hit smack into a defiant wind 
any more. His shirttail's not out with the 
feeling he's saying, 'Let me go, let me at 
it." You have the notion that he's said to 
himself, 'Yes, after all, even I'm hu- 
man." 


Dave Hill, another tour golfer, said, 


"Arnold used to run six-foot putts by the 
hole and then come back and drpin 
them. He was that confident. Then he 
began missing in the mid-60s and he was 
not so bold. It got so that he was even 
putting short. But even today, I'd like to 
have his bad days putting. He's also the 
best driver of a golf ball on the tour. Oh, 
some hit longer, but no one is more con- 
sistent." 


Some tour peers have criticized Palm- 


er for being standoffish to them, or cor- 
dially partronizing Palmer has bridled at 
that. "There's always a leveler," he 
said. "I never have to be put down. I 
really think I'm humble, I'm grateful to 
this country and to the game of golf for 
the opportunities I've had from them, 
and I know there is always someone who 
can beat you at this game. And I have 
never won the PGA, or the'Grand Slam 
— I haven't won a major title since the 
Masters in 1964. That's in my mind a 
lot." 


His literal legions of fans continue to 


hope — no, probably expect — he will 
accomplish his goals. For they still feel 
in him something of the miraculous. No 
matter how far back in the field, he can 
for them still pull out a triumph. 


And he can accomplish such feats with 


"miracle shots," as they are commonly 
called in the Palmer canon. Once, for 
example, he found the lone hole in a bush 
in the British Open and salvaged an im- 
minent disaster with a birdie. 


And just this year in the Masters, he 


hooked into trees on the seventh fairway. 
He couldn't see the green. There was 
only one small opening in which he 
might hit out. He-did, cracking a big 
hook that stopped seven feet from the 


pin. Another birdie. Most astonishing, 
though, was that opening in the woods: A 
tree had conveniently died on that spot 
earlier this year, and had been chopped 
down.

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Collier Backs Nixon's Cabinet Consolidation Plan 


Cong Harold R Collier (R-10) yester- 


day urged congressional support for 
President Nixon s plan to consolidate 
seven of the existing cabinet depart- 
ments 


In a statement released by his Wash- 


ington office. Collier praised Nixon's 
plan to merge the interior, agriculture, 


commerce, labor, transportation, housing 
and urban development and health, edu- 
cation and welfare departments into four 
new agencies 


"People are frustrated because gov- 


ernment's ability to accomplish goals ef- 
fectively and quickly is hampered by the 
fragmentation of responsibility between 


various departments," he said. 


"The most frustrating thing about 


pushing for this type of reform is that it 
is not immediate or easy even though the 
results of a streamlined cabinet could be 
dramatic," said the congressman. 


THE FOUR NEW cabinet departments 


would be called human resources, eco- 


nomic affairs, community development 
and natural resources. Present depart- 
ments that would remain intact are 
state, treasury, defense and justice 


Collier said the new departments 


would replace scattered and overlapping 
responsibilities of many of the cabinet- 
level agencies. 


Tax Payment Speed Promised To Districts 


"The taxpayer's money seems to get 


lost coming through the sieve of bureauc- 
racy and the obstacle course of dupli- 
cation," Collier said. "It is difficult for 
even a congressman to unravel the com- 
plication and inefficiency that he encoun- 
ters each day." 


COLLIER SAID the federal govern- 


ment has spent $1.1 trillion on domestic 
programs in the last 25 years "yet the 
more spent the less satisfied most tax- 
payers seem to be." 


He said "people are beginning to ques- 


tion the bureaucrats' 
resistance to 


change and a system that seems to ham- 
per the diligent worker." 


According to Collier, President Nixon 


wants the executive departments organ- 
ized around function rather than on the 
basis of narrow divisions he said exist 
now. 


"By concentrating the purpose aud re- 


sponsibility in one department, we would 
eliminate the present scattering of pro- 
grams (caused) by adding new levels of 
bureaucracy in several departments," he 
said.

The beauty of a macrame piece is in

An end, which is an individual length 


of yarn, should be three and a half to 
four times longer than the piece being 
made up. But because they are doubled 
in half for knotting, the strands of yarn 
or cord are in reality measured seven to 
eight times longer. 


IT IS MUCH BETTER to have extra 


yarn that can be easily cut off than to 
run short, which could ruin the entire de- 
sign. 


Scissors, T-pins and a working surface 


thai can be as primitive as a piece of 
Slyrofoam covered with felt are the only 
tonls necessary for most knotting proj- 
ects 


Pins hold the work steady when the 


cords are pulled to tighten the knots. 
Rubber bands are useful in large proj- 
ects in keeping long knotting ends tied up 
in separate bundles. Cords have a knack 
d,r becoming tangled. 


While most any yarn or twisted cord 


material may be used in macrame, easy 
.nid inexpensive material for beginners 
.s the common fishing cord, available at 
most dime and hardware stores. 


AFTER THE CORDS are measured, 


lhey are mounted on the working surface 
around a holding cord which is knotted 
at each end and held in place by pins. 
The ends are doubled and attached by a 
reversed double half-hitch. An even num- 
ber of cords is necessary. 


The various knotting combinations can 


I hen be employed. 


The square knot is made up of two 


half-knots. While four end? are used, the 
center two are only fillers and held taut 
until the knot is completed. 


To begin, the right-hand cord is placed 


under the two center cords and over the 
lel'l-hand cord. The latter is then picked 
up, placed over the same two middle 
cords and through the loop of the right- 
hand cord. After the knot is pulled taut, 
the process is repeated. However, this 
time the left-hand cord begins. 


A GUIDE CORD is used for the double 


half-hitch. Held over the top of the other 
cords, it is kept taut throughout the 
knotting procedure. Each cord is looped 
over the lead cnrd in a clockwise direc- 
tion and pulled down through the loop 
made in the process. Each cord is looped 
twice. 


Rows of half-hitches can be done verti- 


cally, diagonally or horizontally in the 
same project. 


Unlike many crafts, macrame once 


learned, has no failures. Knots can be 
simply undone if not liked. Yet often the 
most pleasing effects arise from a haph- 
azard moment-to-moment pattern.
